An Irish Murderer Who Looked for Jus- 
tice in the Next World. 

DUBLIN, Jan. 4.—At the Nenagh Assizes 
to~lay Bartholomew Sullivan, a farmer, was 
placed on trial charged with complicity in 
the murder of Patrick Flabive, at Bally- 
hague, in the county Kerry, in August last. 
It was alleged that tho actual murderer, 
Patrick Kennelly, bad escaped to America. 
The motive for the crime was the aunounce- 
mieatuade by Mahive of his inteulion to 
cut the crops on afarm from which the ten- 
ants had been evicted. 

The jury deliberated over the case for two 
hours and finally returned with a verdict of 
guilty. In reply to the question of the 
Judgeas to whether he bad anything to say 
why sentence should not be pronounced upon 
him the prisoner said: “I am not a bit in 
dread of the Highest Judge, my Lord, the 
next Judge won't condemn me for it,” Sul- 
livan was then sentenced to be hanged in 
Tralee on Feb 2,

The Dominion census will bo unus- 
ally complete. Out of deference to an al- 
most universal feoling there will be a place 
in the nationality returns for native Can.

The 
character of the homes in which the people 
dwell, whether brick, stone or wood, will 
be given. A column is given for wage 
earners and employes and for a statement 
whether employed or not during the week 
preceding the census. Esch person will be 
asked if he or she can read and write. Full 
statistics will bo obtained of the produc. 
tions of the field in grain, roots and fruits, 
Equally full infcrmation will be secured as 
to the power used in factories and whether 
such establishments are working full time 
or not. In other respects the census will 
be as complete as possible.

“The Emperor was silent and Bismarck 
withdrew, Two hours afterward, the resig- 
nation not having arrived, the Emperor sont 
an aide-de-camp, Tho Chancellor greeted 
him very alfally, being convinced that the 
Emperor wished him to return and to recon- 
sider his idea of resignation; but to Bis- 
marck’s horror and surprise, the aido-de-camp 
had been sent to demand bis written resigna- 
tion. The Prince, very uneasy, made the 
lame excuse of not having yet drawn it up, 
and deferred the matter till to-morrow. 
Next morning the aide-de-camp reappeared, 
This time Bismarck was calmer, but again 
made the samo oxcuse, saying that before 
preparing a written resignation he was bound 
to pay a visit. 

“Accordingly, he did pay a yisit which, 
incredible as it may appear, we can youch 
for, was to the Emipress Frederick, Yes, in 
a panic at his fall, this man, who but the day 
before hud been the great Chancellor, now 
stooped before her whom he had so long 
humbled, and explained the danger to the 
Empire involved in bis fall, and the fatal 
consequences Whicn the young Emperor 
risked in thus overturning the founder of the 
Empire.

More Polar Excursions. 

The year 1892 will be signaliz:d by two 
m re attewpta to reach the North Pole, 
Une of these will bo made by Dr. Nausen, 
of Norway, who is now preparing for the 
trip. He has been in the arctic regions 
before, and has outlined a plan which, he 
hopes, will throw new light upon that 
frigid and desolate part of tho world. 
But the most novel enterprise will be that 
of two French sciontists, Messrs. Besan- 
con, an aeronaut, and Gustave Hermit, an 
astronomer, menof fortune, who purpose 
to pase to or over the North Pole ino a 
balloon, starting from Spitzbergen. Their 
air ship will be specially constructed for 
the voyage, haying an inner and an outor 
balloon designed to preserye the paro 
hydrogen gas with which tho bags will be 
filled. A row of 16 small balloons will 
encirclo the large one and carry a reserve 
of gas. The car will bo enclosed and will 
be equipped with overy appliance for ob- 
servation and comfort,

POSTAL CLERKS TO STRIKE, 


Owing to a Dispute as to Overtime—200 
Suspended, 

Lonpon, Jan. 4 \ sensation was caused 
in postofiice circles hore today by a whole- 
silo suspension of clerks. Over 200 
clorks employed in the Postoffice Savings 
Bauk wero suspended from duty because they 
disoboyed the order of the secretary of the 
bank to remain on duty two hours oyer the 
ustial timo. In addition the places of tho 
suspended clerks were promptly filled by new 
nien. 

The postal clerks have decided to go out 
on strike, The movement is nominally to 
test the question whether working overtime 
shall bo voluntary or not, but virtually it is 
4 protest against the increased employment 
of feinalo clerks. Many clerks who have 
been dismissod and their places filled with 
women had beon in tho service 20 years, 


LONDON'S STORM AND FOG. 


No Sunlight for 36 Days and no Cabs at 
Night. 

LonpoN, Jav. 4.—It is nearly half a cen- 
tury since London passed such a gloomy, 
wretched Christmas week. We have been 
living—more truly existing—in an atmo- 
sphere of frostand fog for a month. The 
thermometer has ‘been below the freezing 
point gonorally five to ten degrees, and twice 
or thrice has exceeded twenty. Snow is 4 
inches deep in the suburbs. No sun has been 
secu in London for 36 days. Floes fo 
ico pack the Thames opposite Westminster, 
The river is frozen over above Teddington. 
There is skating everywhere, Thirty thou- 
sani people are daily to be seen on the Ser- 
pentiue. Fuel is rising to famine prices. The 
theatres are half deserted. Few people will 
leave hoine in the nighttime and risk the ap- 
pearance of fogs, which drive cabs from the 
streets and delay trains. For the same reason 
dances and private parties are postponed. 
On every band the distress is greatly increas- 
ing. The pinch issoverely felt by half tho 
London unskilled labor, 

Lonpon, Jao, 4—During a dense fog 
which prevailed over the British Channel 
Saturday merning the oil-laden steamer 
Caroline Robert De Massey, from Bartoum 
to Antwerp, was sujk within a short dis- 
tance of Dungeness Point, forming the south- 
ern extromity of the coast of Kent. The Caro- 
linc, it appears, was feeling her way up 
channel through tho fog and at the time of 
the accident is said to bava been under an 
easy head of steam. Suddenly and without 
warning a steamship, the Raithwaithall, ap- 
peared off the Caroline Robert do Massey's 
beam and struck the latter fairly amidships, 
sinking berina yery short time. Luckily 
the sea wascalm and the crew managed to 
lower the boats and reached Dover in safety, 
No lives were lost. 

Evidence of qnother serious disaster is 
found on the coast of Deal, not far from 
Dover, where the carcasses of oa number of 
bullocks have been washed up by the tide, 
Tierces of beef have also been found floating 
on and about the Goodwin Sands, 


EXTENDING CANADA'S TRADE. 


Trade Relations with Canada, Mexico and 
Hawatian Islands, 

Orrawa, Jan, 4.—Hon. Mr, Foster being 
spoken to yesterday of the visit of Mr, D, A. 
Ansell, Mexican consul-general to this city, 
during his absence with a view to talking 
trade relations, said that he was not aware 
of what propositions Mr, Ansell had to make, 
but there was an excellent opening for trade 
between the two countries, Mexico had 
various products which Canada could take 
and vice versa. The distance would prove 
no barrier, as claimed, The return tripcould 
be nade in 15 days. 

Col. Volney V, Ashford of Honolulu, com- 
mander in chief of the military in the 
Hawaiian Islands, returned to the city yes- 
terday from tho west to interview Hon. Mr. 
Poster on trade matters, He said: “Iam 
anxious to see what can be done towards ar- 
ranging traderelations between the country 
and the islands. Our present commercial 
treaty with the United States ends in about 
two years from now, anditcan be termin- 
ated by either country giving a year’s notice, 
There is a strong feeling on the part of many 
of tho leading poople in the islands that it 
should be ended. 

“The dropping of the treaty with the United 
States being likely the question naturally 
arises, where will our next market be Person- 
ally [am of opinion we can do with Canada 
all the business we have been doing with the 
States. The difference in distance between 
San Francisco and the islands and Victoria 
and the islands is only about a day by steam 
and not much more in proportion by sail, as 
sailing yvossels have to go a good way north 
after leaving San Francisco, therefore 
there would bo no barrier on that head. 
The arrangement of terms ought to 
presont no real difficulty, At pre- 
sont we import fram the States practically 
overything we eat except beef and some 
vegetables. Our largest exports to thom are 
sugar, rice, banavas and vegetables, Now, 
wo can take from Canada all the same 
articles of food, with the addition of agri- 
cultural implements, which I think Canada 
is in a better position to supply, As regards 
bananas tho consumption of them in Canada 
is increasing rapidly, Tho aggregate trade 
between tho United States and the islands 
last year was about $10,000,000, Our imports 
were about 86,000,000, which I think is werth

minds of men, If to the monastery's sup 
prowsion had boen added its maturial de 
struction, it would still forever arise against 
ita emerald mountain-side 46 millions, 
reading Milton's words, see the vision he 
saw in his ewift longing to again dwell with 
ite Mouks,aod yearn us he yearned to knuw 
the cool dep: ha of its restful shade, 
About 1,000 feet from Vatlombrosa’s 
gates is a fountain of tho purest water, 
luapiog from on everlasting spring, Oa a 
summer's day in 1008 Glovanni paused at 
this fountaln in search of a hermitage. His 
family was one of the noblest of Tusc any, 
from the royal race of the Carlovingians, 
Ho was reared to the fortune of arms and 
| received the eduocatiun of a nobleman of his 
time. In his early life bis career was reck- 

loss and fiery. One of his best-loved friends, 

| Visdomini, quarreling with his tdolized 

brother, Huyo, plunged a daggar into his 
heart and killed him. Giovanni swore 
vengeauce upon Visdomini, pursuing him 
in vain for years. At lest one morning of 
Good Friday, in 1003, when on his way to 
Florence accompanied by his body-guard, 
he suddenly met his enemy in a narrow, 
rock-bordered forest-path, Visdomini was 
at Giovanni's mercy. Theavenying broth- 
er drew his sord and called upon the mur- 
derer to prepare for instant death. With- 
out attempting defence, he fell upon his 
knees, and with hands outspread in the form 
of a oross, sued for mercy. The mode of 
prayer, touched the heart of Giovanni. 
Springing from hia steed he lifted his en- 
emy to his feet, forgave him, and dismissed 
him with his blessing. 

Thie much is true f act as heroic and God- 
like as ever impassionsd rhymer sang. Then 
perhaps legend comes; if legond, still ten 
der, fitting sequel to glorious self-conquer 
ing. Filled with holy awe at what he had 
himeelf escaped, Giovanni  atraightway 
sought the neighboring monastery of Sav 
Mitiato. He prostrated himself before a 
crucifix in prayer. Long and earnestly he 
gazed upon the figure of Christ above him, 
Lo! the image bent its head asif with bless 
ing at his act of mercy, Thereafter follows 
historlo trath, Giovanni related the mira- 
cle to the abbot; abjured his wayward ca- 
reer ; sought to enter the brotherhood ; but 
was for a time dissuaded on account of his 
noble father’s opposition ; but finally took 
the religious vows of the order in April, 
1004. His piety soon became renowned. 
On the death of the abbot of San Miniato in 
1008; he was chosen to succeed him, but re 
fused the office under a desire to seek a still 
more solitary retreat; and it was at the foun- 
tain near the peak of the Pratomagno moun- 
tain, where he had halted in hia solitary 
wanderings. Nearthe spot, which was then 
called Acquabella, ho found two hermite, 
Paolo and Guntelmo, who were living in 
hats. These jvined him, and there soon was 
gathered a littls community of monks and 
hermits, Their sufferings, privations ard 
self inflicted torcures were horrib!e. Rob- 
bers and wild beasts surrounded then, and 
both preyed upon them savagely. The e 
were at first low huts with a cross planted 
before each, and a central place tor prayer; 
while a rude wooden paling enclosed al’, 
The fame of their sanctity became so great, 
that gifta owed in upon them from every 
hand. Emperor Conrad 1L., the Empress 
Gisela and all the court visited them and 
left generous presents. Complete ordin- 
ances of the Benedictines were finally ad- 
opted, The original hermitage, Eremy, 
built in 1042, was repoat-diy enlarged, un 
til finally completed in 1640 as the struc 
ture stands to-day. 

The oder of Vallombrosans, 500 years 
after the death of San Giova ni, which oc 
cured in 1073, after he bsd attained the 
ripe age of 88 years, had become the rich 
est and most powerful in Italy; and this 
ono old monastery held their chief treasure. 
For this order Ciambue painted his pri.e 
less Madonna; Perngino, his marvellous 
Assumption, But Vallombro;a’s dark days 
came in with the French Revolution. 
When Napo!eon’s council debated whether 
the Vallombrosans should be spared, be- 
cause they kept the wolves thinned in the 
mountaineg, it was asked, 

‘Shall we have monks or wolves ” 

‘*Wolves |!" was the answer, 

The monastery and church wera des- 
polled of their pricelees treasures; the im 
menss domains were seized ; andthe monks 
were driven from their cloisters. Then, 
when Napoleon felland Tuscany welcomed 
back the sway of the Austrians, the monks 
were reinstated, but their matchless paint- 
ings, wondrous vestments, their srt treas- 
ures, and their stores of books and price- 
less manuscripts had been scattered for 
ever. Victor Emmanuel in 1860, at the 
Italian disestablishment, completed their 
extinction here. The place is now used as 
an agricultural school with a corps of resi- 
dent professors ; and just above the mon- 
satery is an observatory, one of the Italian 
signal and weather stations of to day. Beau- 
tiful as ever is the matchless environment. 
No ruthless hand can drive from its clois- 
ters the forms with which your fancy 
peopleaib, San Giovanniand Miiton are 

| still here. Véallombrosa’s bells still call 
you and [ from a thousand ieagues away, 
and their echoes will never cease their mel- 
odies while Pratomagno mountain stands. 

If you goto Vallombrosa, walk, It is 
only 17 miles as the crow flies ; perhaps 22 
by the entrancing way. Every mile of it 
gives changeful and bewitching views in 
that most dreamful of all garden spots of 
ltaly, the valley of the Arno. Leaving 
Florence by the Porta alla Oroce, the way 
leads slong the right bank of the Arno. 
Scores of white valleys thread it as pear)s 
upon a necklace, and here and there are 
crosses and quaint old shrines. At Pon- 








tassieve, the road diverges trom the Arno, 
leadiug over the hills} ond the real 
ascent of Pratomagno to Vallombrosa 


here begins, Pologo is soon reached,— 
Pelago, a crooked little town with 
bad inns and swarms of bogyars, by a 
brawling stream ; whero of wild nights, 
wher the wind howls over the mountains, 
the old crones shudder and whisper, 
“Ah, the ghosts of the dead friara have 
come back to chant their” litanies |’ 
| Then, across blorsoming Spaces, Dagh tov 
races of olives and grain, winding around 
the edges of precipices above misty torrents 
tumbling towarda the Arno, and often 
through silent arcades of tirs where the sun- 
light freckles the way like & brown Gipsy's 
face, a six mile tramp brings you to the 
tiny lumper-hamlet of Tosl From Tosi a 
paved way, along which stand gigantio 
croraes, leads up, up, up to the monas'ery, 
5 000 feet abovethe sea level. In tha ald 
days the monks went and samy on hardy 
little donkeys ; vieltors were brought ina 
carrozza da buol, or **oow cbariot,” a wick- 
er basket set on a sled drawn by those 
wondrous dove-colored oxen of Tyscany ;} 
but now the old paved path has boon trans- 
formed into modero road, and visitors 
may ride in oarriages from Florence to 
Vallombrosa’s gates.

THE FRIGHTENED INHABITANTS 
HURRIED TO THE STOCKADES, 


Momentarily Foarlng an Attack From the 

Hostile Indians—The Enemy's Cawp to 
be Bombarded and its Occupants Shot 
Down Without 


Reoital, 


Quarter—A  Graphio 


OMAHA, Neb, Jan 6.—A special from Pino 
Ride says everything now points to a battle 
between tho hostile and frioadly Indians 
who desiro to leave tho hostile camp and 
como to the ngoney, Red Clouu bas signill- 
ed bis desire to return to the agency, but he is 
nearly blind and no ono will volunteer to lead 
hin in, for the brutes threaten death to the 
first porson that attempts to desert the hostile 
band, The older Indians want tocome in, but 
tho young bucks insist on fighting. The 
cordon of troops is drawing tighter around 
the hostiles. The hostiles are now on guard 
night andday. Fires are being burned at 
night to prevent anyono from escaplog from 
their camps. General Miles has sont a peaco 
commission to tho hostiles. If they still re- 
fuso to como inthoir camp will be bom- 
barded. Machine and shell guns are boing 
place on all sides of the camp for this pur- 
pose, General Miles is fast becoming im- 
pationt, and if the Indians do not obey the 
order to come in he will attack them.

Pine Ringe, Jan, &6—Sunday night will 
never be forgotten by anyono who spent it 
atPine Ridge, The Sabbath had opened 
bright and clear. The church bells rang 
and the threo pastors had crowded housos. 
In theafternoon toward 3 o'clock it was 
noticed the squaw-men and half-breeds were 
excited and hurried from ono point to 
another with guns in their hands In- 
stantly overy one was on _ the 
alert and running down the ravines, 
It was found half-a-dozon squaws 
had been given the tip to skip, 
that a party of war bucks had visited the 
camp of friendlies, so-called, who are camped 
within a milo of the agency and urged them 
to help massacre all the agency. Tho 
Indians have always been permitted to como 
#%, and during the day and evening to 
wander around the agency at will carrying 


guns) The plan was to gather in the 
town late in the evening and at a 
given signal for each Indian to 
pick out his man and “kill him. 


Finally the balf-breeds informed certain In- 
dians the scheme was known and told the 
bucks to light out or the soldiers would make 
it warm for them. In an hour there was 
not an Indian in camp exceptthe uniformed 
Scouts and police. A battle is expected 
every day with the Indians and 
it will be one of the hardest in tho 
annals of Indian warfare, The troops 
have tho Indians surrounded on the east and 
west and north and an attack will drive them 
into the agency, where the main battle must 
befought. Theenomy number over 4000 men, 
women and children, with half that many 


to attack us in the rear. Tho scene 
as the town moved into the 
stronger buildings was one of  in- 


describable confusion, as men with gups 
in their hands and tho grim look of war in 
their faces escorted crowd after crowd of 
frightened women and weeping children to 
the apologies for strongholds, No one wauts 
to see a repetition of the scene, 


THE SIOUX’S LAST STAND. 


Prospect of the Greatest Battle in Indian 
Annals, 

Pine Ripce AGency, Jan. 5 (via Rush- 
ville, Neb.),—The last desperate stand of tle 
hostile Sioux will be made in a few days, un- 
less all sigus fail. They are camped between 
12 and 15 miles north of bere 1600 strong and 
wellarmed. A courier from there to-day 
says theroes no doubt about their inten- 
tions to fight. Theso Indians are prin- 
cipally from Rosebud, apd comprise 
the bands of Kickiog Bear, Short Bull, 
Two Strikes, Little Wound and Big Road, 
My private advices are to the effect that 300 
ofthemhave gone crazy over the ghost 
dance, and have forced their brethren to as- 
sume this warlike attitude. 

Gen. Miles made a Jast offort for peaco last 
night. He sent a letter by a relative of ove 
of the sub-chicfs saying that all would be 
forgiven if they came, It was torn to pieces 
and word returned that they were prepared 
to die as Big Foot’s band had died, and if the 
soldiers were ready to fight they had better 
make an attack. The General undoubtedly 
koew what would be the result of such a move 
before he mado it. The conciliatory move 
issaid to be part of President Harrison's 
plan to end the war without further blood- 
shed. From an inside source I learn that 
Capt. Taylor, chief of scouts, will go out to- 
morrow with his men and some friendly In- 
dinus to test the dosire of hostilities for war. 
They will be aided by a part of the Seventh 
Cavalry under Gen, Brooke, The outposts 
will be attacked and if successful it is ex- 
pected that many weak-kneod followers of 
Two Strike aud Kickiug Bear will run to the 
agency. 

Breastworks hays been thrown up on tho 
highest elovations surrounding tho agency, 
which indicate the seriousness of the sitna- 
tion. There is notelling what a day will 
bring forth, A report from the hostilecamp 
says Red Cloud will make a desperate effort 
to break away and get back to the agency, 
The situation is very critical, Ifa battle is 
fought it will be tho greatest in the annals of 
Indian warfare. Buffalo Bill is expected 
here to-morrow,

QUEENS AND COMMONERS. 
—— | 


Tho Queen's Prospective Journey to 
Vrance—The Conservatives Ready For 


the Coming Election 
Lonpon, Jan. 6.—Tho Queen is to leave 
Windsor Castle on Tuesday, March 2, ac- 


companied by Princess Beatrice and Prince 
Henry of Battenberg. Tho royal party will 
proceed from Windsor Castle to Portamouth 
harbor, and are to embark thore for Cher- 
bourg in the royal yacht Victoriaand Albert, 
The Queen will travel direct from Cherbourg 
to Floreuce by way of Mount Conis tunnel, 
Geneva and Piss, arriving there on the even- 
ing of Thursday, March 26. 

As tho five leveos which the Prince of- 
Wales held in St. James’ Palace last year 
were so inconveniently crowded it is prob 
able that two additional levees will be held 
by the Duke of Clarence for the Queen and 
that only two, or perhaps thre’, will be helc 
by the Prince of Wales himself, one of which 
is to be fixed for aday during the last of 
next month, directly after the Prince has 
returned from Cannes, The Queen will not 
hold levees this year, andif there are any 
special male presentations they are to be 
made at a drawing-room. 

Tho great majority of the Conservatives 
are fully prepared fora general election in 
March; but it is not likely after all to take 
place until November, possibly not till the 
spring of 1502, The cabinet is anxious to 
carry through the tithes, the Irish land pur- 
chase and the employers’ liability bills, as 
woll as cortain reforms in the local gov- 
ernment act, before they take tho ticklish 
measure of the local Irish government bill 
fora fresh reading. On this and somo 
other popular measures they propose 
to appeal to the country in che autumn, if 
possible, November is the probable date, 
but March, 1592, is mentioned in case of a 
delay occurring, which is not anticipated, 

I hear that Dr. Walsh and Dr, Croke have 
addressed a private appeal to Parnell, urg- 
iny him to retire. They state that in their 
opinion this act of self-sacrifice is abso- 
lutely necessary in the interest of the coun- 
try, and they hold out to him some pro- 
spect of some future reward if he takes their 
advice.

MoCartuy's Suit for 850,00u, 

New York, Jan. 6,—White Hat McCartaoy 
is suing S. W, and C, W. Parker, trustees of 
the Altonwood Stock Farm, for $50,000

SALISBURY CONSIDERING. 


Why the iritish Mieetin the North Pacific 
Ocean Was Not Augmented, 





Lonpox, Jan, 6.—The Press Association 
says: Lord Salisbury is considering the 
40-page despatch received from Mr. Blaine 
Doc, 30, the latest despatch received from 
Washington, It does not contain a definite 
acceptince of Salisbury's proposals for ar- 
bitration on the main question, that of the 
right of tho British sealers to 
catch seals in Bebring Sea. Mr, Blaine 
discusses only the subsidiary point: Ar- 
bitration on the time of closing 
the sealing, Tho Press Association adds 
that Mr, Blaine bas not replied to Sir Julian 
Panncefote's note of June last in which the 
latter says Her Majesty’s Government must 
bold the Government of the United States 
responsible for the consequences arising from 
acts of interference with British vessels con- 
trary to the principles of international law. 
The Press Association also states that no pre- 
parations have been made to augment the 
British fleet in the North Pacific Ocean, as 
such a step might be regarded as a menace. 


Scotch Rallway Strike. 

GLascow, Jan, 6,—The strikers practi- 
cally abstained from violence throughout 
the night, but this morning they mustered 
atanecarly hour about the dormitory at 
Coatbridge, occupied by non-union men who 
bave been employed in place of strikers, 
After pelting the building with stones the 
rioters made a rush forward and stormed it 
in the most approved fashion. The police on 
duty at thatspot made a gallant defence, 
usiug their batons freely and charging the 
strikers in spite of showers of stones hurled 
at them on all sides, During the conflict a 


number of police and a still greater number , 


of the strikers were more or less seriously 
injured. The rioters wore finally repulsed. 

Serious rioting was resumed to-day at 
Coatbridge, nine miles from here on the 
Monkland Canal, the chief centre of the iron 
manufacture. 


An English Mausion Burned. 

Lonpvon, Jan. 6.—Lord Lymington’s man- 
sion, Hurtsbourne Park, Whitchurch, Hants, 
and the contents of his priceless library, to- 
gether with some most valuable works of art, 
have been destroyed by fire. Lord Lyming- 
ton is member of Parliament for North 
Devonshire, The fire had burned itself out by 
8 o'clock this morning. Owing to the heavy 
suowfalls the roads in the region about 
Huntsbourne Park were almost impassable, 
aud tbe flre brigade which answered the 
alarm were delayed in reaching the scene, 
and after their arrival it was found that 
their coming was well nigh useless because of 
scarcity of water. The plate stored in the 
house and a number of valuable books were 
saved. The paintings which adorned the 
mansion, including one by Raphael, were 
burned, The origin of the fire is a mystery. 


Snowstorm in Germany, 

Benuiy, Jan, 6.—A snowstorm, pheno- 
menal in its severity, prevails throughout 
North Germany. Reports from various 
sectious show the rails are blocked on all 
the northern lines, andin many instances 
trains are embedded in the snow, causing 
considerable suffering to travelers, 

An express train from Berlin to Aix-la- 
Chappelle is suowbound near Magdeburg. 
A train on the Berlin Central Railway is 
also stalled in tho snow. On all the rail- 
ways in Mecklenburg and Brunswick traffic 
is more or less impeded by the snow.

Ho sald it would bo grossly un- 
fair to subsidize with vast sums of public 
money o railway company that was building 
lines which would compete with and take 
traffic from roads like the Grand Trunk and 
others built with private capital—that in 
fact the Grand Trunk would be taxed to 
provide money for its rival Sir Joseph 
evon issued a manifesto against the proposed 
governmoeot loanto the C.P.R., and inti- 
mated that his company would fight the 
party in powor to the death. Lord Claude 
Hamilton, a director of tho Grand Trunk, 
a member of tho British House of 
Commons,ason of tho Earl of Aberdeen, 
and brothor of the First Lord of tho Admir- 
ality, also visited Canada about the same 
time, His brother-in-law, Lord Lansdowne, 
was tho Governor-General. Lord Claude 
also, iu public interviews, denounced the 
favoritism shown to the C.P.R. by the Gov- 
ernmont as iniquitous. But when the 
general election camo on the Grand Trunk 
showed no preference for one party over the 
other, and it was stated that influence had 
been exerted in England which caused Sir 
Joseph Hickson to remain neutral. He did 
vot like it, however, and his foolings have 
been further harassed by complaints from 
the very men who caused bim to keep out of 
the political fights, that be is in a measure re-

PLEADING FOR BREAD, 


The Cry of the Evicted Glasgow Strikers 
nas They Fought the Police. 

Guascow, Jan. 8—A _ largely-increased 
polico foree was on hand to-day fat Coat 
Bridge, a large iron contre nine miles from 
hore, to suppress any serious outbreak of the 
éyicted railroad strikers. It was thought 
that the appearance of the authorities would 
havea tendency to put a damper on the mob, 
but.ere long the police had their hands full. 
The dormitory where aro sheltered a largo 
number of non-union men was assaulted with 
brickbats and large stones, 





Tho police charged on the’ strikers with 
batons -highib the air, and were also mot 
with a fusilade of bricks, stones and clubs in 
the hands of the mob, Thepolics succeeded, 
after a desperata struggle, in forcing tho 
crowd back, but were charged upon five 
minutes later by a much larger band of 
strikers, who bissed and cursed in a frightful 
miemner, “We want bread or blood,” they 
yelled, fighting like flends. Six policemen 
and twice as many strikers received wounds 
that will probably iucapacitate them for 
work for some time. The police fear more 
trouble to-morrow. 

The railway directors have repeatedly an- 
nounced that the strike was over, and that 
traffic upon all lines had been resumed. 
These statemonts wero believed at first, but 
now it seems that the utterances of tho 
officials were not correct.” In and about this 
neighborhood there ure still 6000 men on 
strike, and in spite of the statements made 
by the companies’ representatives the freight 
traffic is not being improved. The strikers 
aré continually receiving financial and moral 
support from trade unions throughout Great 
Britain. The general public is longing for 
some kind of a settlement. 

The Officials of the Caledonian Railroad in 
a manifesto issued this morning promised to 
consider the grievances of the strikers who 
would promptly resume work. A number of 
ongine drivers and firemen returned to work. 
The deserters from the ranks of the strikers 
wero hooted at and pelted with stones by tha 
strikers. The police charged the strikers and 
arrested six ringleaders. The captured men 
were taken to a police station, followed by a 
mob of howling men, women and children, 
The prisoners will bo charged with riotous 
conduct. Itis thougsit the magistrates will 
deul soverely with them. 

The directors of the North British Rail- 
way Co, have announced that their «fforts 
to effect an arrangement with the strikers 
have proven fruitless. Tho announcement 
bas increased the feeling of bitterness among 
the strikers. 


A Terrible Time in Toulon. 

Tovtoy, Jan. 8.—An ex-German officer, 
who formerly served in a Bavarian regiment 
of the line, and*who is now attached to the 
German army reserve, owned a flourishing 
grocery store in this city. Up to yesterday 
the groceryman had conducted his business 
with the assistance of French employes, 
Tuesday night the officer engaged a Gorman 
assistant, This action so enraged the French 
grocery clerks that thoy left the store vow- 
ing veogeance, A howling mob soon assem- 
bled in front of the store. Hooting and yell- 
ing were indulged in, the noise being inter- 
mixed with cries, ‘A bas les Prussiens!” 
Just a3.stones were commencing to fy thick- 
ly into the store a strong force of police ap- 
peared and charged the mob. The crowd was 
with difficulty dispersed by the police, who 
made several arrests, The German's grocery 
trade is, of course, ruined by the anti-Ger- 
man onslaught made upon his premises, and 
he is preparing to sell out,

It was to have been her wedding 
day, On Dec. 30 Frederick Bagnor, aged 31, 
of Nauvoo, procured a license to marry Miss 
Kate Kramer, aged 24; to-day County 
Clerk Scott at Carthage received the 
marriage license by mail with the 
blank lines used by the officiating minister or 
justice unfilled, W. D. Hibbard, an attor- 
ney at Nauvoo, returned the marriage license, 
upon the back of which he had written the 
following doggerel:; 

To Mr. John Fy Scott, County Clerk. “Dear Sir: 
The prospective bride took strychnine and died, 
and since She “cut that caper’’ Pred don't need 
this paper. He told me to return it, and tell you 
to burn it. Yours, otc., W. D. Hisparp. 

Miss Kramer told hor friends that she was 
going to poison herself and that she wished 
to die and be buried on her wedding day. 
She procured a quantity of strychnine Sun- 
day morning and took 50 grains of the poison, 
dying in terrible agony within an hour, 
A post mortem examination showed that 
her death résulted from strychnine. Miss 
Kramer had been despondent, and her 
parents took poison away from her on vari- 
ous occasions. She has been in this country 
only six months, and some people think she 
left a lover in Switzerland. The funeral oc- 
curred this afternoon at the hour of the pros- 
ective w edding. 

Fatal Accident in a Califoruin Mine 

SAN ANDREAS, Cal., Jan. §.—An accident 
occurred about noon in the north shaft of 
the Utica Mine at Angels’ Camp, which re- 
sulted in the death of 10 or 12 men, The 
skip with the miners aboard was coming up 
for dinner. When within 150 feet of the 
top of the shaft, the cable parted at the reel, 
letting the men skip and 100 feetof cable 
fell to the bottom ofthe shaft, a distance of 
450 feet. The names of some of those killed 
are Joseph Carter, William Case, Daniel Den- 
nison, Thomas Conoyich, John Demaris, 
David McCann, P. Trupich and J. Brisbano, 
four of whom are married and have families, 
The bodies were fearfully mutilated.

The hair at the bottom of the neck was 
singed, evidently by gunpowder, and two 
guns were found in the kitchen, A number 
of percussion caps, fitting one of the guns, 
were found on the prisoner, who, when 
charged with the crime, replied, ‘1 was here 
when he was shot. Ihelpedto put him in 
the cupboard. There were four or five of 
us. Ishallnot split, I will take it all my- 

self.’ The inquiry was adjourned until 
Tuesday next, 

The Koch Lymp is Not What it is Cracked 

Up to Be, 

BERLIN, Jan. 8,—Prof. Virchow delivered 
a lecture before the Berlin Medical Society, 
giving the results of 21 post mortem ex- 
aminations made on bodies of patients 
who died after being treated with 
lymph according to the Koch method. 
Prof. Virchow declared the  injec- 
tion of the lymph increases the bacilliin the 
body and causes them to migrate to portions 
of the body previously unaffected, thus vir- 
tually generating a new affection. The Pro- 
fessor also said the lymph invariably 
causes intense hyperwmia in various 
parts of the body and endangers the 
life of the patient, It had not been clearly 
proved that the lymph would destroy tuber- 
culous tissue, and it was dangerous to operate 
on weak patients. He declared much patient 
experimenting with the lymph was. still 
necessary to establish a clear judgment of 
its remedial value, 


Chinese Justice, 

Lonvor, Jan. 8.—A Shangbai despatch 
says that the Chinese) Imperial authorities, 
at the instance of the foreign miuisters, are 
bringing to justice the murderers of Chris- 
tians in Shechuen. The ringleader had 
both his ears cut off and was exposed in a 
cage for three days without food, wheu ho 
died. 


The Fronch Proposals. 

Lonpon, Jan. §—The Chronicle says it 
hopes Lord Salisbury will not consent to the 
renewal of the modus vivendi with France 
which is so obnoxious to Newfoundland. It 
declares the French proposals are impracti- 
cable and that the present state of affairs in 
France dves not promise hopefully for settle- 
ment of the dificult problem, 


A Blizzard on the Adriatic, 

Lonpon, Jan. 8.—At Fiume and Trieste on 
the Adriatic the storm wages with unabated 
severity. In both cities all the theatres and 
other places of amusement ure closed and 
the street cars have stopped running. The 
blizzard is so fierce that it is dangerous to 
venture out, Traffic is at a complete stand- 
still and thestreots are almost totally de- 
serted, 

Cholera in Syria. 

Lonpon, Jan. §.—The official returns give 
1878 us the number of deaths from cholera 
within the past three months in the vilayet 
of Aleppo, 1182 in that of Syria, and 53 in 
that of Adana, But the actual mortality is 
probably much greater than the official 
statement of it, and hence:the anxiety being 
displayed by tho French Committee of Public 
Health as regards the communication main- 
tained by Marseilles and Bordeaux with the 
parts mentioned. 


Dublin's Big Death Rate,

Points About Your Feet. 


An Expori’s Tips on the Leather Used in 
oos. 


Tho calfskin is one of the most delicate 
of leather fabrics, says the Shoe and Leather 
Reporter. L'ght shoes of this material on 
the feet of heavy men are often aubjected 
to a atrain to which they are uneqaal. 

One cauee of leather cracking is perspir- 
ation. Skins are finished flesh side out, 
and always begin to give way from the grain 
side, which ts next to the foot, and perspir- 
ation rote leather and linings very quickly. 

Patent leather is more troublesome still. 
{t is never warranted ; when it passes out 
of the possession of the seller he is done 
with it. Being subject to great heat when 
in process, it becomes tender, and requires 
careful treatment in wear. Many manu- 
facturers sell patent-leather shoes ab en- 
tirely retailers’ risk. 

Ib is best suited for city use, but shoes 
made from it are belng sold through the 
country, and inexperienced people put them 
on for trayelling on rough roads and in 
fields and forests, which is altogether too 
severe a teat, 

Glazed kid Is the material of which most 
fine shoes for women’s wear are made. The 
alum-tanned is preferred, Alum 1s a pre- 
servative, and leather produced with it can 
hardly be called tanned—it it is tawed. 

lf the skins are over-limed, or if the in- 
gredients are not properly mixed, thw fin- 
ished article 1s liable to crack when made 
up. The perspiration alfects it acmewhat, 
for the leather will soften, and then when 
dry it hardens and breaks, Shoes made 
from kid won’t stand wet weather or mud 
without elther breaking or losing their 
gloss. Retailers should imprezs on thelr 
customers that kid shoes are to be used 
tenderly and caretully. The old sumac 
tannage pebbles, straight grains, &c., have 
about gone out of fashion. Some of them 
are still used, and they are not liable to 
break 

Grain and Imitation goat is very reliable 
stock, If the former cracks it is because it 
is too dry orstuffed improperly. Imitation 
goat, If properly tanned and dressed, is a 
good wear resister. 

The people who buy shoes made from 
this class of stock are not apt to take pairs 
8 size or so too small for them, and that is 
another reason why they are less likely to 
crack. Careless tanning will cause waxed 
upper and kip to break when in the shoe, 
If worn in muddy or clay-mixed so!l they 
should be oiled at least once a week and be- 
fore being dampened, 

The custom of stretching shoes is objec- 
tionable. A pair may be stretched for 
length, if too short, or for width if too 
tight. If too closely drawn over the instep 
there isan instrument which will give it 
the necessary expansion, but doing so 
breaks the fiber and weakens the parts so 
treated, and thus impairs the wearing qual- 
ities of the shoes, 

There is much complaint of the lack of 
duration in children’s shoes. The little folk 
are restlees, and puddle in every clay and 
mud bank they can get at. If a house is 
being built they will go out of their way to 
get into the Jime or plaster beds. Their 
ehoes may get washed off and dried, but the 
**life’’ is all gone out of the leather, and it 
ca be torn like paper.

The building to the north, occuplod 
by L. W. Yeomans Oo. as a drog 
store, and the building to the south, 
owned and occupied by Mr, Nathan Jonos, 
were damaged, tho latter to a considerable 
extent. Tho stock of dry goods in Mr, 


Jones’ store was badly damaged by smoke 


and water, the latter of which poured down | 


in torrents, 16 was with groat difficulty that 


the Jones block was savedfrom destr uction, | 


as the roof and ceiling were on fire in vari- 
ous places, Tho tiremen, however, with 
woll directed efforts, wore able to subdue 
the flames and prevent them spreading. In 
this block was situated the Prentice Boys’ 
hall Thoir loss will be about $100, cover- 
od by insurance in the Mercantile. Mr. 
Marshall, dentist, also occupied rooms in 
this block but suffered no damage. Mr. 
Jones had an insurance of $6,000 upon the 
building, and also $6,000 upon the stock. 
This will more than cover the loss which he 
sustained. 

The bullding oceupled hy L. W. Yeo- 
mans & Oo, is owned by the same com- 
pany. Tho damage sustained amounts to 

| about $500, covered by insurance. The 
damage to stock about $300, also covered 
by Insurance, 

| Mr. L. B. Lazler'’s loss is covered by In- 
surance in the Royal and North America, 
being $1,000 in each. 

Mr. Geon’s loss is heavy, upon which 
there fs an insurance of bub $3,000. This 
will not cover his loss, 

The block burned belonged to the Filliter 
estate and was valued ab about $8,000, 
upon which there was an insurance of $6, - 
000 in the London. 

The loss to building and stock will 
amount to about $10,000. This is a larger 
loss than was incurred by fires during the 
year 1890, 

NOTES, 


| Three drug stores have boon destroyed by 
fire in the city within 6 yeara, namely, Mr, 
Geen twice, and L,W. Yeomans & Co, once. 
Mr, Geen was burned out on 6th April, 
1886. He then occupied tho store in the 
Cronk block, juab north of this office. 
Much sympathy Is expressed for Mr, 
Geon, who seems unfortunate as to fires, 

Front St. was during the progress of the 
fire ined with spectators, and traflic in the 
vicinity of the conflagration was stopped.§ 4 

Fortunately no accident occurred, though 
somo >f the firemen had a narrow escape 
from being strack by broken glass or bricks. 

Repairs will immediately ba made to the 
damaged buildings. It is not known what 
steps will be taken in reference to the burn- 
ed block. 

Tho firemen worked well, Chief Oamp- 
bell and Assistant Chief Cummins were in 
the “‘fore-front of battle” and directed tho 
operations of the men with great energy 

and skill, 

The value of the water works was demon- 
strated by this fire, It was tho generally 
expressed belief that, had the firemen to 
depend ou the engines formerly in use, the 
conflagration would haye been of much 
greater extent,

A MAYOR SENT TO JAIL. 


End of the Sensational Toulon Case with 
Verdicts of Guilty, 


Parts, Jan. 9.—At Draguignon to-day at 
the trial of Ex-Mayor Fouroux of Toulon 
for conspiracy to procure a criminal opera- 
tion upon his mistress, Mme. Jonquicres, 
counsel for Mine, Jonquieres demanded that 
sho be acquitted of all responsibility for the 
crime, He said his oliént bad yielded her- 
self to the operation, because terrified at tho 
threats of Fouroux, who alone should be 
hold responsible for it, Mme. Jonquieres 
was now a wife without a bome and had 
already been punished enough for her trans- 
gression, 

During tho day a serious tumult was 
created by tho rough offorts of a crowd out- 
side to enter the already crowded court- 
room, Several women wero trampled under 
footand more or less seriously injured. 

Thé jury, after debating nearly three hours, 
found all the accnsed guilty. The court then 
sentenced Laure to three years, Mmo, Jon- 
quieres to two years and Mme. Audibert to 
ove year and six months imprisonment. 
Mayor Fouroux was sentenced to solitary 
imprisonment for five years. The sentences 
created a profound impression on the im- 
mense crowd in court. The prisoners were 
unmoved, 


The Queen Subscribed #200, 

DvBiin, Jau. 9.—The reliof fand raised in 
response to the recent declaration issued by 
the Viceroy and Chief Secretary Balfour 
concerning the coniition of tho poor in 
western Ireland now reaches £14,000, Among 
the Jatest contributions are £200 by Queen 
Victoria and £100 by Chaucellor of the Ex- 
chequer Goschen. 

Cork, Jan. 9.—While a meeting of tho 
Board of Guardians of Clonakilty was in 
progress to-day a mob of about 100 labor- 
ers from the seacoast neighborhood suddenly 
broke in- on the board.

They demanded work 
and told the guardians that they were driven 
todesperation by the suffering they and their 
families endured, Tho guardians promised 
to do their utmost to relieve the distress, but 
the means of the guardians are limited. 


Dr. Koch Experimenting With a Cure For 
Two Virulent Infections Diseases, 

Lonpon,. Jan. 8.—Now that the oxcite- 
ment concerning the lymph is subsiding and 
{enquiries are made merely concerning the 
results, physicians are being aroused by the 
remarks of the famous English surgeon, Sir 
Josheph Lister, which recently appeared © in 
The Londo Laneet; “Through Koch’s grout 
kindness I had the opportunity of 
penetrating into the arcana of tho 
Hygienic Institute of Berlin, where I 
saw most beautiful researches carried 
on in that institutiop, of which Koch is the 
inspiring genius. I am not at liberty to 
mention details, but there can be no harm 
in my saying this much, that I saw in tho 
case of twoof the most virulent infectious 
diseases.to which man is liable the course of 
the otherivise deadly disease cut short in 
the animals on which the experiments were 
performed, by the injection of a small 
quantity of a material perfectly constant 
in character, an inorganic chemical sub- 
stance, as easily obtained as any article in 
the materia medica. Not only this, but by 
means of the same substance these animals 
wero rendered incapable of taking tho dis- 
ease, and uader the most potent inoculations 
perfect immunity was conforred upon them. 
I suspect that before many weeks bave passed 
the world will be startled by the disclosure of 
these facts if they can be applied to man, 
although our experience of the different 
behavior of Koch’s fluid in guinea pigs and 
in the human subject makes this a matter 
of uncertainty until tested by experiment. 
But if they can bé applied to man the world 
will be astonished and the beneficence of 
these researches will be recognized every- 
where, Itis nothing but the fear that by 
publishing now the specific mode of prepar 
ing this material he might do immense barm 
instead of good, that. prevents him from 
making it known, and J must say that the 
carping criticism against Koch, on account 
of what isspoken of as a ‘secret remody,’ 
can only proceed from absolute ignorance of 
the beautiful character of the man.”

The Hon, Alexander Mackenzie, M. P., 
ex-Promior of Canada and ox leader of tho 
Opposition, has expressed himavif on the 
policy of his party—tho *’polley which is 
embodied in tho impossible project that 
has beoti.namod Unrestricted Rooiprocity. 

The ocorsion of Mr. Mackenzie's speoch 
ocourred on the 8th inst. when o doputa 
tlon representative of tho Scarboro' Town 
ship Reform Association waited upon him 
at his rosidonce on St. Alban’s street, Tor- 
onto, and presented him’ with en addross 
expreasivo of their appreciation of his sor- 
vices as their ropresentative in Parliament 
and of their loyalty to him. 

Asa matter of course, Mr. Mackenzie's 
address was mainly dovoted to asserting 
that the N. P. has proved a failure, and 
that ho, when he refased to listen to the 
popular ory for protection in 1878, was 
wiser than the people. , He alao touched 
upon the present policy of his party, #8 to 
which he said ; 

It has been said by some of the Minis- 
terial papers that Great Britain would not 
consent to any extension of the fres trade 
policy. . [ can only say that in the negotiat 
fons of 1874 at Washington, conducted by 
Mr. George Brown, the Government) was 
in active communication with the Qolonial 
Office, and a list of the articles proposed to 
be embodied in the new treaty wes trana- 
mitted for consideration to Downing street. 

' The general spirit which pervaded, these 
communication was simply that Canada 
and Canadians knew best what suited them- 
selyes. No doubt they were also aware of 
the fact that anything which benefited Can 
adian trade would more orlessbegrateful to 
the statesmenofthemothercountry. /could 

never consent to the zolleren policy for obv.ous 
reasons, but I cannot conceive wily anyone 
should object to reciprocal free trade secur- 
ed by treaty and nit inimical to the interests 
of Great Britain asthe heart of the empire.

of tidal rivers are frozon fast For duration 
of the frost period this is the greatest winter 
of the century, and in point of severity tho 
winters of Isl and I8l4 alono vuxcoeded it 
Fairs wero then hold on tho ice on tho 
Thames, Severn, Tyno and Twood 
The Thamos below Richmond romains 
partially frozon and is covered with ice 
floes which impede navigation Above 
Teddington the ice on the Thames 
is eight inchos thick, Carriors’ vans 
can traverso the river's frozen surface 
from Sutton Court to Abingdon. Skaters 


havo a free stretch for many miles above and 
below Oxford havo ro- 
sulted from the extreme cold, several of 
them at the very gates of worklouses, whero 
groups of poor poople wero waiting for shel- 
ter, 

Midland newspapers

In every country ou the Continent there 
is suffering because of the severe weather. 
The coasts of Belgium, Holland and 
North Germany aro blocked with ica In 
the Scheidt River navigation is nearly ata 
standstill on account of the ice. 

At the North German port of Cuxhaven 
29 steamships are icebound. Pilots there are 
unable to comniunicate with vessels on ac- 
countof the ice floes thus making the har- 
bor inaccessible, 

Several vessels wore struck by immense 
masses of floating ice and their hulls were so 
baaly damaged that the boats rapidly filled 
with water and sank, In every jostance the 
crews were saved with difficulty, A »num- 
ber of steamers are drifting helplessly be- 
tween Ottendorf ond Brunsbuttel. Thoy 
have lost their anchors and have been con- 
siderably damaged by floating ico. 
At Hamburg navigation is greatly im- 
peded by immense blocks of ico, which 
fill the river. The board of navigation is 
making every effort tokeep the river open, 
and is employing three of the strongest tugs 
asice breakers. Many vessels have also 
beon damaged bere by the ice, but no serious 
accidents yet reported,

The Scotch railway companies have been 
making strenuous offorts to obtain men from 
other parts of the kingdom to take the places 
of the strikors on those lines, but they have 
found the task a difficult one, To-day they 
shipped a bateh of 450 men age Liverpool 
to Glasgow, but the reer are hardly 
better than tramps and most of them are 
likely to desert and flod the disemployed 
Scotchmen in a mood to fight. It bas been 
impossible to get regular railway men to go 
to Scotland and take the place of thestrikers, 

GLasGow, Jan. 9.—The employes of tho 
several railroads complain sullenly of 
the exhaustion and fatigue they are forced to 
endure asa resultof the long battle against 
the strikers, Some of them claim to have 
been compelled to remain .on duty for 20 
hours out of 24, and then, in the case of those 
who sleop in dormitories under police pro- 
tection, the rest they get can hardly be said 
to be invigorating or refreshing. Tho veteran 
guards or conductors upon the various 
lines bave been instructed, in order to 
avert accidents, to travel in the engine 
cabs, beside the new engineers, in order to 
show tho latter the road and to explain the 
significance of the different signals. On the 
other hand, the porters or brakemen are act- 
ing as conductors, and considerable confusion 
and delay in ticket cancelling thereby re- 
sults, to the intense annoyance of the general 
public, who are heartily tired of tho strike in 
all its aspects, 

The hopes of the strikers were considerably 


raised to-day by a despatch receiv- 
ed from Dundee. It was to the offect 
that Jobo Burns, the Socialist leader. 


had during the day made a fervid address 
on behalf of the Scotch railroad strikers to 
an assemblage composed of about 5000 dock 
laborers. The latter were wrought to such 
a pitch of enthusiasm by Burns’ address that 
they almost unanimously agreed to go out 
on strike if such action upon their part was 
found to be necessary in order to bring 
about a settlement of the railroad disputes, 

In the Glasgow district there is consider- 
able distress caused by thestrike among the 
poorer classes of the population, and their 
suffering increases day by day, It is not 
only the families of the strikers who are 
suffering—the iatter may be said to 
form asmall minority of those affected— 
but the stoppage of the many factories, etc., 
now idle through lack of fuel, has thrown 
thousands of people out of employment, 
though they arein no way directly concerned 
in the struggle golpg on between the railroad 
companies aud their employes, To say that 
the poorer classes are heartily worn out and 
driven to despair by the labor troubles of 
Glasgow and its neighborhood is only touch- 
ing lightly upon the sentiments they are ex- 
periencing. 

Dillon Sauls Tor Paris, 

New York, Jan. 9,—John Dillon, the 
Irish envoy, was escorted to the steamer La

Duaiin, Jan. 11.—Mr, Parnell left here 
for Limorick in the afternoon. Before start- 
ing he made an address toa largo crowd of 
people gathered upon the platrorm of the 
railroad station. Hesnid that he would do 
nothing to imperil the success of the move- 
mont to secure Irish independence, but on 
the contrary would do everything possiblo to 
further the Irish cause, He declared he would 
stand by the position he had assumed in the 
committee-room of the House of Commons 
when be announced that ho was willing to 
sacrifice himself provided he saw the Irish 
cause sale, 

Attbe most ofthe places at which the 
train conveying Parnell stopped on the way 
to Limerick there wero frieudly deputations 
waiting to receive him. When the train ar- 
rived at Limerick Junction Parnell madea 
short speech. Hoe said he had heard cheers 
given for O'Brien. Well, ho also would call 
for cheers for O'Brienx—anil long might ho 
live to soothe and heal animosities and, if 
possible, restore union to their ranks, 

At Limerick Parnell received a most en- 
thusiastic reception. The mayor headed the 
committee waiting to receive him, Upon 
arriving at his hotel Parnell made a speech 
to the crowd, 

The Long-Expected Speech, 

Limerick, Jan, 11.—Fully 20,000 persons 
assembled here to-day to greet Mr. Parnell, 
thousands coming from the adjoining coun- 
ties In response to addresses Mr. Parnell 
made a long speech. He held that Mr. 
Gladstone had caused the present trouble by 
issuing a mandatory lettor demanding that 
the Irish members depose their leader. Re- 
ferring to Mr. Gladstone's denial of the ac- 
curacy of his statements regarding the inter- 
view at Hawarden, Mr, Parnell declared 
that he could now confirm their truth by a 
letter written March 18, only 3 months after 
the interview, when the matter was fresh 
in bis mind, when even his bitterest 
enemy could not say he bad any reason to 
misrepresent or suppress the truth, The 
letter was sent to Cecil Rhodes, Premier of 
the Cape of Good Hope, an adherent of the 
cause of Home Rule. It stated that Mr. 
Gladstone and his colleagues had been con- 
sidering fully the question of the retention 

of .the lrish members at Westminster, 

and that Mr. Gladstone had told him 
that the retention of 33 members in the 

Imperial Parliament had finally been con- 

sidered best for all purposes, Mr, Parnell 

here read the letter to prove that the state- 
ment he sent to Mr. Rhodes corresponded 
with assertions in his manifesto which 

Mr, Gladstone had contradicted. He then 

proceeded to say that Mr. Gladstone 

pointed to his own public declarations, but it 
was difficult to make anything out of these, 

Mr, Gladstone possessing a marvelous faculty 
of placing a different interpretation on any 

statement other than that placed upon it by op 

ponents. Mr. O’Brien, to whoin he (Parnell) 
had communicated an outline of the 

Hewarden conversation, had a re 

membrance absolutely identical with 

his own regarding Mr.  Gladstone’s 
proposal asto the number of members of 
parliament, Another important fact yet 
unrevealed Mr. Parnell said he would now 
publish. ‘Twenty-four hours before he issued 
his manifesto he saw Mr, McCarthy, to 
whom he told what he intended to do, 
and gave an outline of the statement he 
was preparing to issue asa manifesto, Mr. 

McCarthy, he had reason to know, placed 
his intentions before Mr. Gladstone. 
(Hisses.] Mr, McCarthy also communicated 
to him Mr, Gladstone's observations upon the 

outline of the manifestof and there was no 
reference whatever then made by Mr. Glad- 
stone against the manifesto on the ground of 
breach of confidence. [Cries of “Hear, 
hear!) 

Touching the present position of the land 
question, Mr. Parnall said he thought the 
action of the Liberals toward the land bill 
proposed by the Government was foolish, 
and that it showed that the Liberals 
had no genuine land policy. The leaders of 
the party in order toconciliate the radical 
section had abandoned the idea of a 
peasant proprietor and land purchase, and 
in order to conciliate the Whigs they had re- 
fused to entertain a proposal for a reduction 
of rents by means of amendments to tho 
Land Act of 1881, or by conferring upon the 
future [rish Parliament the power to deal 
with the question, It was therefore perfect- 
ly useless for the Liberals to talk about Home 
Rule ut all, becauso Home Rule so restricted, 
instead of being a source of strength, pros- 
perity, peace and freedom for the country 
would in reality be a sham, landing them in 
hotter water than they woro in at present, 
Whatever might be tbe motives of 
Irish members of Parliament who op- 
posed him it was certain that they 
were not in a _ position by their 
knowledge of these affairs to sit in judgement 
on him or to pretend to express tho opinion 
of the country. It wasever to be regretted 
that their blind haste to obey their now 
leaders had impelled them to press forward 
toa decision in the committee-room, as if 
the minutes were golden. Many of them 
must wish that they bad paused at that tine 
instead of sending misleading cable 
despatches across the Atlantic. (Hear, 
hear.) He wished that they had paused to 
await the return of Mr, O'Brien—{cheers)— 
whose advico and judgment would bave been 
esteomed and respected by him, as 
it would have boen compulsory for 
them. [Cheers] Perhaps they might 
soon be able to say that it was 
better Into than never. (Cries of “Hear, 
hear” and cheers.} Mr. Parnell said that he 
could not forecast the result of the present 
negotiations without a breach of confidence, 
He thought, however, that Mr, O'Brien 
would not object to his saying that so far tho 
negotiations bad resulted inan agreement, 
and that they fully recognized that future 
steps will have to be taken by other 
men upon whom a very great responsibility 
will rest if Mr. O'Brieu and himself are not 
again able to resumo negotiations with an 
assured hope of success. [(Cheers.]

The police, however, have continuously kept 
aneyeonthe suspects and this week they 
bave again been arrested, fresh evidence 
having been obtuined. The murder of Braun 
bas for the last three years been the chief 
mystery in point of celebrity in the criminal 
anvals of Berlin. 


The Murder of Dr, Reinsch, 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Jan. 11.—Further par- 
ticulars bave been received here concerning 
the murder of Dr, Robert Reinsch, the Ger- 
man naturalist, whose body was discovered 
some days ago, about eight miles from 
Canea. It appears that the deceased gentle- 
man wasa citizen of Eisleben, in Prussia. 
He bad been visiting Benghazi and had pro- 
ceeded thence to Crete, Taking up his quar- 
ters at Canea, he was making aseries of ox- 
cursions from that place into the surround- 
ing country, traveling without any escort, 
aud it wasin the course of one of these ex- 
peditions that be was murdered, It is not

My first wanderings were in southera 
Italy, the territory of olden Apulia. O ice 
this was part of Grecia Magoa, Ita great 
cities were Arpioum, Luceria, Arpi and 
Canusium, Partly on foot, partly by tho 
antique cabriolet of provincial Ltaly, partly

and partly on the backs of tiny donkeys of 


I made my way in a zig zg course back and 
forth across the infrequently travelled, 
little known, weird and lonely, yet always 
transcendently beautiful and fascinating 
peninsola. Upwards of 300 castles, mo 

dern, medieval and in ruins, strikingly re.’ 
calling the splendor and deoay of Ireland, 
were counted. 
of Canvw, where the R:manvs met th-ir 
crushing defeat of B, O, 216, and where the 
historio city was finally destroyed, in 1803, 
by Robert Gutscard, one of Tarso’s herves, 
were found. Bari, upon the Adriatic, as 
famous now for its fish as in the time of 
Horace, wasseen. The ancient abbey and 
church of S. Niccolo, where are found the 
paintings of one of the earliest I:alian 
masters, Vivarini, and where in 1098, Pope 
Urban It held the famous counol which 
sought to reconcile the church of Greece 
with that of Rome, was visited. I climoed 
past Melfi, with its glorious castle of the 
old Norman Sovereigns, to the extinct 
volcano, Monte Vulture, the **Apualian 
Vultur” of Horace, whose crater, 
overgrown with oaks and _ beeches, 
now oontains two Jakes, perched 
above one of which is the most eerie mon- 
astery of Europe, possibly excepting Mont- 
serrat, in Spain, and from whose towers the 
blue waters of the Med terranean on the 
west, and those of the Adriatic on the east, 
could be discarned. I tramped, too, with 
hundreds of returning pilgrims, camping 
with them at night by the wayside; rat with 
the carretts]> as his cart and ox waited by 
the fountains ; climbed to the shrines with 
reverential pilgrims ; waited by the mount- 
log blocks with roadside beggars; made 
countless and astounding excuses to get into 
the interior of cabina for draughts of acqua 
dillatte and naufa, buttermilk and orange 
water, which you can get everywhere in the 
country for the value of half an American 
cent ; straguyled from town to mountain with 
the pecore ard his flocks; assisted more 
than one shepherd in building a rade hut of 
stone, after the manner of the Pagan **bee- 
hive’’ cell upon wind-swept moors; and after 
making my home for a brief season among 
the shepherds of the eastern mountain range 
of Urranto, followed on foot the claysic Ap- 
pian Way tothe shepherd haunts of the 
olive and vine girt hills of Tuscany. Shep- 
herde, shepherds everywhere ; but nowhere 
was the dream of shepherd life breathing 
from ‘* La Nencia,” as the attar from the 
heart of » rose, fulfilled. 


One cf he most interesting facts regard: 
ing the shepherds of southern I aly is that 
they are uot only w distincd class, but, 
through holding themselves aloof from all 
other peasant classes, are almost a distinct 
race. In anciynt times all this country was 
subj ot to soourging depredations by the 
Sirsacens, to an extend requiring - that 
poopie sh uld herd together ia walled towns 
for protec ion of life and property. Then 
nearly the entire population of old Apulia 
were shepherds, They drove their herds 
from the towns to the mountains, returning 
for safety at night. Tne descendants of 
thease ina direct line for more than two 
thousand years, are doing that identical 
thing to-day, not for safety but from tra- 
ditivnary custom. All those who exist io 
southern ltaly today who are not ehep- 
herds, goatherda or herdsmen, form tho 
popt lation of cities and towns and comprise 
the contadini or field laborers ; and the an 
cestors of all these may be said to have 
gradually grown away from tho shepherds 
life, rather that the shepherds of our 
time are a prodact of new forms of rural 
economic necessities. They rarely inter 
marry with other classes. When they do, 
they instantly depart from the flooks, are 
absorbed in lower orders of the cities, or 
become the most desperately hopeless of 
the haman cattle that labor in the fields. 
The pride in their own descent, in the ex 
clusivencss of their olass, in the long line 


of shepherd ancestry they can _ trace, 
amounts almost to a psasion. It is practi- 
cally the one pride they possess, This iao- 


lation of blood and iuterest has’ preserved 
interesting traces in physiognomy. They 
are wonderfully Saracenio in their look. 
The tall, slonder, supple fizure, the oval 
face and shintog skin, tho neck, tiny at the 


protuberant muscles, like a broad butted 
tree, to the shoulders, the yellowish blue 
tinge of the white of the eye, the dist.nded

In every part of southern ltaly you will 
come upon a broad, grass grown highway. 
lt is called the ‘**tratuor.” For twenty 
centuries it has served the same purpose, 
It can be nearly likened to our own vast 
western stock troils leading from **orass to 
grass” when herds sre driven northward, 
fattening on their way to the great live-atock 
markets, Ono this ‘traturo” occurs tho 
yearly spring oxodus from tho lower valleys 
and coastwise moors and marshes to the 
Apulian moantain summer pastures, In the 
autumn, hundreds of thousnuds return 
along those anoleont ways.

ANOTHER WHARF COLLAPSE. 


A Number of Longshoremen Killed at 
Victorin, British Columbia, Last Night. 
Vicronta, B.C., Jan. 12.—This afternoon 

n terrible accident 

bappeoned at Ocoan Dock at the entrance to 

the harbor, resulting in the loss of teveral 
lives. A gang of men were employed dis- 
charging cannod salmon from the steamer 

Danube, which arrived a few days 

ago from nortuern ports. Cases of salmon 

were being piled in a large shed at 
tho end of the wharf, and about 

5000 cases had been landed and piled up io 

addition to a quantity already stored in the 

shed, when suddenly tho piles gave way aad 
tho heavy pieces of timber and flooring parted, 
precipitating meu and salmon into the water. 

As speedily as possible gangs of men com- 

monced taking out the jumbled heap of salmon 

cases, all broken and battere1, In about five 
minutes the first body was recovered, that of 

Jamos Kelly. Ono of the unfortunate men, 

was wedged between the salmon boxes with 

his head and shoulders out of the 
water, and he was rescued alive, 
but badly injure], He was removed 
to the hospital, but is not expected 
to live. Three other bodies wore afterwards 
recovered, making the total loss of life four: 


Fox, married; Kelly, Tom Higgins 
and Bestell, all longshoremen and 
residents of Victoria. Tho injured 
man is ao Swede named Charles Carl 


Several narrow escapes are reported and the 
loss of life might have boen much greater, as 
theré were 12 men in the shed a few minutes 
before the catastrophe. Men were wheeling 
in trucks of salmon, and when the crash 
came trucks and contents disappeared, while 
the men barely escaped the fate of their com- 
rades.

New York, Jan. 12.—A pretty Irish girl 
who arrived here yesterday on the White 
Star steamer Britannic set the employes of 
the Barge Oilice in a commotion.

THE FUNERAL DANCE, 

On one orcasion, near Rice, Dak, I 
witnessed an Indian funeral dance, The 
bravo, 4 man of influence in the tribe, and 
who carried on his left band the scar of a 
fearful wound, said to bave been received 
at Fort Phil Kearny, was laid out stiff/and 
stark in tbe tepee in which he died. Tho 
women, justas Christian women do, washed 
the corpse, and then dressed him in all his 
ornaments, A red blanket was wrapped 
about him, a bow and quiverful of arrows 
were added to the equipment of death. Then 
the body was carried on his favorite pony, led 
by a woman, to the place of rest, Ou four 
poles with crotches, freshly driven into the 
ground, a platform of sticks was laid at a 
height of about ten feet. On this platform 
the body reposed, as if the warrior was 
asleep in his blanket, with his bow and 
quiver beside him. Then the living braves 
circled about the scaffold with a slow 
sorrowful motion, uttering a song or plaint’ 
They made three or four rounds; then,

silently mounting their ponies, they re- 
turned to camp, leaving -their dead 
comrade to the company of the birds 


of beavep. In the dry air of Dakota the 
body becomés rapidly desiccated, and one 
can be in the neighborhood of scores of these 
burial scaffolds without noticing anything 
offensive. It iv also a singular fact that 
the carrion birds seldom look for food among 
the bodies thus exposed.

ANNUAL REPORT, 
Bevieyitye, Jan. 12th, 1891. 

ln presenting the second annual report 
of the Bay of Quinte Bridge Company, the 
Directors regret to say that the work of 
construction has been delayed boyond the 
timo specified in the contracts, This is 
chiefly owing to a difficulty incurred in pro- 
curing a certain portion of the material. 
Oar engineer rightly insisted on the builders 
using Scotch ateel as called forin his specifi- 
cations, but on account ofan unusualdemand 
arising ab the time for this quality the 
contractors failed to secure as early de- 
livery as was expected for some parts need- 
ed, The material is now, however, all to 
hand and the whole work will in afew 
weeks bo completed and ready for trattic. 

While having had due regard to the 
finapoial resources of the Company and the 
interests of the stockholders in endeayor- 
ing to’ economiza as much as possible, yet 
whenever substaatial advantage was to be 
gained, in” solidity and permanence, by 
deviatiog from the character of portions of 
the work as originally planned and esti- 
mated for, we have not hesitated to sanction 
the extra outlay required, as for example, 
in having all the piles on which the mason- 
ry rests lengthened so as to be driven to 
the solid rock, the increase of the amount 
of rip rap on embankment, &c , &o. 

There are a number of important items 
which were not included in the original 
estimate by the engineer, such as zuide 
booms tor vessels at the swing span, build- 
ing of toll house, the cost of right of way 
and of fencing, engineering charges and 
preliminary expenses in obtaining charter, 
&o., &o, After deducting these it will be 
found that the whole outlay will not’ greatly 
exceed the sum originally contemplated. 
We estimate that $105,000 will cover the 
hole cost ofthe bridge when fully finish- 

and equipped and ready for traffic. 

To meet the outlay which exceeds the 
amount of stock subscribed and paid up, ib 
is proposed to effect a temporary loan of 
$35,000, to be secured bya mortgage on 
the Oompany’s property. Notice has been 
given to this effect in calling the annual 
meeting of the shareholders, 

The directors not only feol certain that 
this undertaking, now drawing to a success- 
ful completion, will be a great public boon 
in this locality, but are confident also that 
the stock will prove directly profitable to 
the shareholders, and that ab the close of 
another year the Board will be in a position 
to declare a fair dividend, 

In view of the disturbance to the public 
mind owing to the slight movement of some 
of the piers, caused by the expansion of the 
{ce, the Board deemed it advisable to have 
the views of some engineer of high standing 
on the question, and it was resolved there- 
fore that Mr. Shanly, Consulting Engineer, 
be asked to go over the structure and give 
his written opinion thereon. This was done, 
and the report of Mr. Shanly is herewith at- 
tached for the information of all concerned. 

The yearly financial statement ls herewith 
submitted to you. As to details and items 
of expenditure nob enumerated in the re- 

ort, any shareholder desiring farther in- 

ormation can obtain it ab the Treasurer's 
office. 

The Board have thought it advisable to 
have the yearly financial statemeat audited 
in advance of the shareholdera’ meetings, 
and requested the Auditors appointed at 
the Jast annual meeting to act for this year. 
Their report is herewith submitted. The 
Board would suggest that Auditors be ap- 
pointed at the annual meeting of sharehold- 
ers,so that this will be the practice in future.

C. H. Keefer, Esq » Engineer Bay of Quint 
Bridge, Belleville, Unt : 

Deak S12,—I now give you my views on 
matters affecting the Bay of Qainte Bridge, 
concerning which we have recently been in 
consultation. 

The resolution of the Board of Directors 
of the Bridge Company inviting me to con- 
fer with you is to the following effect :— 

**That in view of the shifting of some of 
the ploers of the bridge, and the serious con- 
eequences that may ariee therefrom, Mr, 
Shanly be called in as consulting engineer 
as to the best means of remedying the de- 
focta and of preyenting such occurrences in 
the future.” 

The Bay of Quinte, at the site of the 
bridge, has a width of about halfa mile, of 
which the bridge proper occupies a longth 
of 1,900 feet, or thereabouts, the northerly 
approach being made over a solid embank- 
ment projected some 800 feet from the 
shore, 

The length of the bay is all of 50 miles, 
with a varying width,much greatorat some 
points than on the bridge line. It thus, 
frozen completely over in winter, expones 
to the atmosphere a vasb surface of smooth, 
level, glaring ice, 

Hore, as with other Canadian land locked 
waters, similarly conditioned, the ice, In 
obedience to the “immutable law" of ex 
pansion and contraction, Inoy itably cracks 
or splits soon after it has fally ‘‘taken" over 
the surface of the bay or lake, causing a 
great fissure, which commonly stretches 
from shore to shore, The opening of the 
ice field in this way is often accompanied 

by loud reports as of artillery. Tho power 
exerted ts irrosistible and to the extent of 
the expanding, or contracting, of tho ico, 
be lb measured in inchés or in feot, any 
ordinary structure found within its embrace 
lo affected ; as the ice moves it moves, must

Tho present condition of the bridge 1 
found to be: Piers, including the masonry 
(about 60 cublo yards toa pier), fully fin- 
ished. The steel superstructure (roadway) 
in process of erection and more or less in 
| place overall the fourteen openings. It is 
| thus to be seen that each pier ts already 

loaded to nearly the full weight, or dead- 

load, that it is designed ultimately to carry. 
| Such being ‘the situation” all the piers 
| Were discovered Immediately after the ice 
| had parted to be ‘out of line” to an extent 
varying, so far as yet instrumentally ascer- 
tained, between two and twolve inches, 
| each pier, 

And yet the structure isa good structure. 
In design well adapted to its situation, In 
detail well and carefully thought out, and 
discovering no signs of the work not having 
been well and faithfully done, Neverthe- 
| less the piers havo ‘given "to the ice, as 
they would have givan, only in more dam- 
aging degree, had they been built at onor- 
mously increased cost of solid masonry all 
the way up from the rock to the roadway. 

The resolution of the Board constituting 
our instructions in this matter speaks of 
the *‘shifting of some of the piers of the 
bridge.” 1 feel fully satisfied that there 
has been no shifting. Under the irresist- 
able ‘‘drag” duo to the contracting or ex- 
panding of the vast ice plane the pile 
substructure bent or sprung, bub did not 
move at the base. I's elasticity saved it 
from permanent displacement and injury. 
This is proved by the readiness with which 
such of the piers as have so far been re- 
leased by cutting the ice from around them 
atonce began toreturn to their normal 
line and by the comparative ease with 
which, when subjected to the pull or screw 
jack, they were brought fully back to it, 

Piers of solid masonry, under similar 
strain to that which caused the elastic pile 
structure to spring, would have been dislo- 
cated somewhere below the water-line, ron- 
dering repairs and restoration to line almost 
impossible. 

The resolution referred to alao directs us 
to point out the ‘best means of rem- 





edying the. defects!’ of the struc- 
ture, Assuming the work to have 
been thoroughly well done  through- 


out, and there seems to be no reason, as al- 
ready said, to doubt that it has been done, 
there are no defects to prescribe for. The 
bridge is an ordinary highway bridge ad 
as such a good darable structure, capable in 
respect of what may be termed ‘working 
expenses,” of being maintained and kept 
in repair as cheaply, foot for foot, as any 
highway bridge I know of. As a public 
way it cannot but prove of large value to 
the localities it is Intended to serve, while 
from the shareholder's standpoint it should 
make # good return on its cost, which I un- 
derstood you to say will nub overrun one 
hundred aod twenty thoueand dollars, 
The recent disturbance of the pliers has, 
naturally,ala med the Company and we are 
asked to say how ‘’such occurrences are to 
be prevented in the future.” I think I 
have stated my opinion in sufficiently de- 
clded terms that the structure is not of a 
kind fitted to cope with the ice. I willadd 
that I do not think that it should be of 
such sort. A bridge capable of setting the 
{ce at defiance would be a commercial im- 
possibility on the Bay of Quinte or in any 
other waters similarly conditioned. What 
must be done, the only sure and certain 
thing that can be done, is to forestall the 
cracking of the ice by cutting it,and keeping 
it cut right through the winter. There is 
nothing startling in this suggestion. The 
cutting can be done rapidly and ab small 
expense—part and not a large part, of gen- 
eral ‘‘ maintenance account.” There is, I 
doubt not, sufficient mechanical ingenuity 
in Belleville to devise a sawing machine to 
do the work economically and well, and 1 
incline to think that the most effectual and 
certainly the almplest plan of cutting, will 
be found to be not around each individual 
pier, but lengthwise of the bridge, from 
shore to shore. Two cuts, one above, the 
other below, the line of piers; each cut to 
take the form of a trench, or ditch, some 
threo feeb in width. The bridge will thus 
stand isolated from, and therefore wholly 
unaffected by, the creeping of the ice-field 
on either side of it. 
In the course of discussion you mentioned 
to me, that you think of ** banking” tho 
| cribs which encase the piers with the shing- 
ly material such as forms the approach to 
the north end of the bridge. There could 
nob possibly be a more suitable material for 
the purpose, and as it is to be had cheaply, 
near by, | would say by all means rip-rap 
| the plors. Tho expense, allowing 1000 cu 
bio yards to a plor, would be trifling com- 
pared to its value in adding to the general 
| stability of the work; but it is nob to be 
counted on as a possible means of obviating 
| the necessity for gutting the ice—with ro- 
| gard to which certain preventive of trouble 
| 1 aay again, **out early and cut often.”

Canada is concerned If we underetand the 
peop'e of this conatry aright they will not fight 
against their nexghbor, They do not b-lieve in 
taking Yaokee gore f.r the sske«f any number 
of sealsking (nose war was declored the Reform 
party of Canada wou'd we believe, declare for 
annexation to a man, that is if the Americaos 
conducted their business prudently And al; 
this would ba done «ithout the slight<at feeling 
of unfrie:d iness to Great Britain.” 

This is treason, pure and simple, but it 
is the only logical outcome cf the teachings 
of the commercial annexativniats, 

Sir Richard Cartwright, Mr. Laurier and 
other advocates of unrestricted reciprocity, 
profess to bs unable to see the inevitable 
effect of their projsct, if it were carried out. 
Some of them have even had the hardihood 
to declare their belief that it would be the 
best preventive of annexation, But they 
cannot thus escape their responsibility for 
the inculcation of treason—treasun not only 
to Canadian interests, but to the mother 
country—-which is invol,ed in their policy, 
True, they gloss ovor, in th:ir publio utter- 
ances, the disloyal nature of their proposals, 
but their allies, frionds and sympathizers 
on the other side of the lines, having a dif- 
ferent point to make, are more outspoken 
and do not hesitate to declare that the pol- 
icy advocated by the leaders of the Cana- 
dian Grits is ‘‘the right road to annexation,” 
Here are the utterances of a few of them:

Grinding in Transit—A Central Buyer tor 
the Association. 

@ ToronTo, Jan, 14.—A special meeting of 

the Dominion Millers Association was held 

yesterday afternoon in the old Board of 

rade rooms, Thochair was taken by the 

president, Mr. J. C, Hay of Listowel, 

‘Lhe committee to waitupon the railways 
regardivg grinding of Manitoba wheat in 
transit reported that they met the repffesen- 
tativesofthe Grand Trank, whenit was 
agreed that Manitoba wheat only should be 
greuudin transit on thess terms: Wheat 
wiust be billed from Point Edward on the 
mulls for export. Mills off the main line pay 
in addition to2 cents per hundred stop-off 
charges, }g cent per ton per milo for extra 
hau.age, no charge less than $2 percar, Tho 
Cavadian Pacitie will concede the milling in 
transit arrangement onall rail grain to 
millers located on the direct line of transit to 
Montreal, but not to millers in Western 
Outario, The most important business 
brought before the meeting was the appoint- 
ment of a central wheat-buyer for the asso- 
ciation. This resolution was passed: 

1, That a central wheat buyer be employed 
by this association, 2, That the salary sball 
notexceed $2500a yoar. 3. Tonat a commis- 


sion of 35 cent por bushel ve paid by the mill 
er or aibcar Wheat purchased” by Lin, and 


that ne purchase all Ontario car wheat 
through the central buyer. 

Hon, George E. Foster, Minister of Finance, 
under date Jan. 12, 1591, wrote to the asso- 
ciation regardiug t.ade with the West Indies. 
Accompanying the letter were statements 
showing (1) the imports of grain aud grain 
products into British Guiana and the British 
West ludies from the United States and 
Cauada; (2) a sample statement of the same 
on asteamer of the Quebec line from New 
York to Trinidad; (8) taeexport value of flour 
shipped during 1584 from tho United States 
tothe West Indies and British Guiana. 
Mr, Poster suid that, considering Canada 
raises a surplus of wheat of at least as good 
agradeasthatof the United States, and 
that her milling proces$es are just as good, 
While Ler seaports, open all the year rou .d, 
lie towards the West Indies, which are at 
bot very much, it apy, greater distances 
from the source of supply in Cauada than in 
tie United States, there seoms no good 
reason why this state of things should 
longer coutinue. The want of regular trans- 
portation facilities lias been overcome by tho 
establishment ofa direct monthly line of 
stenwships from St. John and Halifax. 

To promote this trade Mr, Foster offered 
these suggestions: First, Canada must of- 
fev flour of at least equal grade and quality 
to that which now commandgthe market. 
Second, ‘The flour offered must be guaranteed 
to keep fora periodof about two months 
The conimon statement, which -he could not 
fluad to be based on actual trial, is 
that Canadian flour will not keep in 
tho West Indian climate. It is for prac 
tical like those in the association, 
to look into this and disprove the statemont 
by actual experiment The Jamaica exhi- 
bitiou affords a peculiarly convenient oppor- 
tunity for doing soona largescale, Third 
Flour must be placed in the hands of West? 
Indian merchants af equal or lower prices 
than are now offered by tho United States 
Fourth, Men who understand the 
business should besentto tho fslands and 
by personal contact with the merchants in- 
‘troduce thelr wares and enquire into all the 
conditions of toe trade, He hoped that the 
ro-ult of the deliberations of the association 
would result in an carnest attempt to take 
and keep for Canada a respectable portion 
of the large trade in flour which is now 
down mostly by the United States with 
those countries.

AN AWFUL AVALANCHE, 


Seventeen Dead Bodies Removed From 
the Ruins—Many Lojured Persons, 

Vienna, Jan. 13,—Neows has arrived here 
of a serious disaster which has occurred at 
Livno in Bosnia. An avalanche crashed 
down from the mountains near that place, 
destroying a number of houses, dome of 
which were buried out of sight benoath tho 
snow. As soon as rescuing purtivs could get 
to work the removal of the immense weight 
of snow was begun.

Ho Tells How He Eluded the Swarm of 
Dotectives Set on His Track, 

Maprin, Jan, 13,—It is stated that the man 
arrested, and said to be Paillewski, admits 
that he committed the murder, adding 
that it was fora ‘political object.” He 
says that he failed in his plan to embark for 
the United States at Barcelona owing to the 
passport regulations being so strictly 
enforced at that port. Consequently, the 
prisoner say*, he returned to Olot because he 
thought he would be safer there. owing w 
the absence of railway consMiunication with 
that town. He clnims that he was betrayed 
to the police by a customs officer who repre- 
sented hiinself as being a member of a secret 
society. The prisoner is perfectly calm and 
collected. 

During the course of an interview at Olot 
ho described the journey from Dijon. Ho 
Says that he entered Spain through Cebreros 
and from there went to Barcelona. Pad- 
Jewski added that he remained a week in 
Barcelona, keoping himself in close hiding, 
and from that city he went to Saragossa and 
Madrid. He seems to have stopped but 
afew hours in this city and, fearing detec- 
tion, he returned to Saragossa. From the 
latt@g city he weut to Carthagena and Ali- 
cante, flually settling downat Olot. He alsn 
said that Lis health was shattered by the 
continual fear of pursuit which he experi- 
enced. He would not say who accompanied 
him to Dijon, but upon other subjects he was 
willing to talk without reserve. 

The newspaper man who interviewed him 
was convinced that the latter is the man for 
whom the police have been bunting. In 
conversation the prisoner inspires the per- 
son who talks with him with a sentiment of 
sympathy instead of repulsion. He is 
gentie and refined in manner, and appears 
to have been impelled to commit the crime 
with which he is charged by patriotic ex- 
altation and revolutioiary sentiment com- 
bined.

On the mountain sides the life of this 
shepherd family isa changeleas one th 
whole sun. mer iong, anlessthe terrible hail 
storma of southern Ivaly fall upon the 
mountains, or the still more destructive 
Wind storms, that frequently fling both 
shepherds and Hooks fromthe crags to death, 
come whistling over peak orhowling through 
gravina, Then the humsn marmot awakens 
from his lethargy and accomplishes pro 
digious foate of strength and wondrous acts 
of valor, in rescuing endangered members of 
the flock or of his own terrified brood. His 
food is polenta and chestnut flour bread. 
He is the one Italian who drinks water in 
stead of wine. His field lore, though 
unconscious to himeelf, is marvellous. 
When spurred by extrema hunger, all 
mountain mo-rland birds are doomed whore 
he sets his snare, It is a wild, strange, 
melancholy land, he looks down upon, if 
he have the energy for looking. Ais wife 
and children srouod him are as voiceless as 
himself and his flocks. The very melody 
of the sheep bells becom s a meaningless 
din. One carries away from his enyiron- 
ment and companionship with him only a 
pathetic sense of his hopelessness and de- 
gradation, You can only remember him 
as another animal in hairy hide, insensate 
to the trumpetings of eternal nature around 
him. The sheep browsing ab his side are 
his equals in intelligence ; his superiors in 
demonstrable forces and activities. The 
lone kestrel wheeling above this Apulian 
shepherd has a wider hor zon of view. 

Bat there are other shepherds in Ltaly 
of whom a sunnier picture can be drawn. 
These are the shepherds and shepherdesses 
of the peasants’ lessor flocks in Piedmont, 
in Lombardy, in radiant Tuscany, and even 
pestiferious, death-breeding Maremma on 
the Tyrrhene Sea. There are many among 
these who, like the Apulian shepherds, have 
descended from shepherd ancestors, avd 
who all their lives soddenly follow the one 
vacation, Bub in the main they are the 
little folks aud the youths and wives of all 
the peasantry. In northern [rely the peas- 
autry are a happior folk than those of the 
South. The beauty of the cities, quaintness 
and peacefulness of the villagesand hamlets, 
the radiance of the valleys and thenoblepic 
turesqaeness of the forests and mountains, 
seem to have given a reflexive peaceful 
fulness, sunniness and even virility to the 
people. Their shepherds do not possess 
the grave, sad, vacuous faces of the South. 
Companionship accounts largely for thio, 
Inthe North the shepherd is alwaya one 
of the villagers. He or she shares their 
every-day life. The feasts, espousals, 
marriages, fanerals, ull are theirs for enj y- 
ment and contemplation. Nearly every 
family has its own little flock. Often sev 
ersl cf these are merged into a larger flock 
and taken to She highest mountaino-lands 
forthe entire summer. In puch cases a 
shepherd and his family accompany them, 
and they live much as do their kind in 
Apulia. In Ooctobor the same flock will te 
driven to the moors and marshes of Mar 
emma, where the shepherd and his family 
subsist »lmost entirely on snared wild fowl) 
which come here in myriads to os 
cape the winters of the British Isles, 
the Baltic regions and the Gorman forests, 

But tens of thousands of lit le flocks led 

| by tens of thousands of little shepherds and 
shepherdesses, leave the village greggia or 
sheep-fuld every morning for the higher 
glades. Somotimesa dog, often a pig train 
ed to herd the flock, goes with them. Ifa 
maiden has charge of the flock, she will 
have her spindle or knitting, and will work 
and sing and tend her flock, the whole day 
long. If a lad or stripling lead a flock, he 
| will leb the pig or the dog tend the sheep, 
| with an ocoasional moment of executive ob 
| servation, and the rest of the day he gathers 
| mushrooms, hunts the young of birds, all of 
| which are eagerly eaten save those of the 
awallow and hawk, snares forest fowl, or 
| pipes.on his flute in idle fantary. Both must 
bring a back-load of ferns, grass, oak, elm or 
vine leaves, with the flocks at night. Some 
of this is tor temporary uso; but the winter 
store is chiefly thua gathered, I have 
counted more than 100 of these little flocks 
descending from the mountains with the 
shepherd at eventide. The valloys aro 
voiceful with thousands of tinkling bolls, 
with the notes from hundreds of shepherd's 
fjutes, with the trilli of scores of shepherds’ 
songs, Then, a8 the shadows fall softly 
oyer the hamlets, gomes the housing of the 
sheep in the greggia, aud the pastoral yiolds 
to the prosaic while ‘‘Ravella” and ‘*Non 
ola” gain new strength for the morrow from 
their bowl! of steaming polenta, or porridge

The Struggle of Old Age, 

Thie isis all of their sorrow Charles and 
Augusta Thielcke saw fit to give to the 
world. It is known that they had 
no children and that most of their 
friends were either dead or had forgotten 
them. As old age came upon them, with its 
many infirmities, it was stull necessary to toil 
to keep the wolf from tae door, Their say- 
ings were encroached upon more and more 
as the rheumatism made the idle days more 
numerous and imperative in the case of tho 
husband and breadwinner. So they resoly- 
ed to die while it was still possible to leave 
enough behind them to afford a decent 
burial 

The courago required for such an act was 
As I siid above, the true story 
of this death will never be written. There 
was bread and to spare in that little house- 
hold on Thursday night last. An examina- 
tion of the old man’s pockets revealed the 
presence of $20 in cash. 

These resources, however, could only post- 
pone the evil day, not avertit, Therheumn- 
tism was maddening in its pain that night. 
Mrs. Thielcke must have been in tue kitchen 
preparing the simple dinnor, as the fowl 
ready for cooking indicates. Before she 
could put iton the fire her husband called 
her and calmly said that the time had ar- 
rived for the execution of the plan over 
which they had talked so long. 

The husband insisted that the wife must 
first drivk of the fatal draught to avoid ac- 
cident, She must notin any event be left 
alive after his own death. The condition of 
the wife’s body shows that she died at least 
24 hours before her courageous husband. 

They then drow the curtains and Charles 
Thielcke mixed his wife’s death potion. 
The agonies of their parting none will ever 
know. Death came quickly to the enfeeb- 
led fraine of the old woman. Thielcke had 
taken this into consideration in his selection 
of a poison. 

When all was over he covered up her face 
and went back to the rocking chair to die 
in bis turn, but why ho should have waited 
so long befors drinking the poison himself is 
hard tocomprenend, Perhaps his courage 
fuiled him at the last moment, or perhaps he 
eyen bad a yearning to live and fight the 
battle of life a little longer unbampered by 
tho spectacle of bis aged wifo’s sufferings. 

But be overcame all these temptations and 
carried out bis original plan with firmness 
and deliberation. The face of the dead man 
was diguified and showed no marks of weak- 
ness of character, Tho white beard was 
trinimed to a point, and the forehead was 
ample and strong. In death Charles Thielcke 
looked like « philosopher, although in 
life bo was nothing more than a humble 
leather worker.

The Em- 
peror Napoleon Il. held him io high esteem, and 
made him an officer of tho Legion of Honor, a 
Senator anda member of the Academy of Fine 
Art Haussmaoo fell temporarily with the 
Empire, aod went into retiromont, but was re- 
called soon afterward and made director of the 
Credit Mobilier, in which position he did the new 
government much service, through his experl- 
ence in business, A fow yeara later he was 
elected a momber of the Chamber of Deputies. 
From his uanjyw was derived tho word ‘'Hauss- 
yannixo,”’ which was applied to radical changes 
involving itaprovement in the topography of

New York, Jan. 14.—A Washington dis- 
patch to The Herald says: It is undorstood 
the British minister yesterday cabled Lord 
Salisbury at considerable longth concerning 
the official and popular ebullition caused by 
Sir John Thompson's application to tho 
Supreme Gourt, In legal circles it is said 
that it would hardly surpriso the judge of 
the court if before the two weeks’ limit ex- 
pired the consul for Great Britain should ask 
leave to dismiss the question of tho Cana- 
dian Attorney-General. Tho disposition of 
President Harrison and Secretary Blaine 
is now authoritatively stated to bo 
to permit the sentiment of the peo- 
ple of the . United States to find 
utterance through Congress and the 
press before any diplomatic action is taken. 
They do not, in fact, believe that Lord Sal- 
isbury meant to be discourteous or in any 
manner offensive to this Government, They 
incline rather to the opinion tkat in the 
multitude of his official engagements he has 
committed an advertence which he will bs 
among the first to regret, and tho very first 
to repair, when he realizes the true character 
of his inconsiderate Action. 

If Lord Salisbury should promptly show a 
proper spirit toward the Government he has 
deeply offended, he will not find a feather’s 
weight added to his position by anything 
done or omitted by the President or Secretary 
of State. What either house or both houses 
of congress may seo proper to do is a 
matter tho President cannot control 
Already several” influential membors 
of congress representing both houses 
are considering how the matter can be 
made the subject of congressional action 
within tho limits of official and internationa 
propriety. There is a disposition to let 
Democratic members of the legislative body 
take the lead of any such action in order to 
emphasize the solidarity of the country in 
the face of the gratuitous affront that Lord 
Salisbury has permitted the Canadian Cabinet 
to put upon the Government with his consent 
and participation.

Six Hundred Feet of Frost! 

For mauy years scicntists have been por- 
plexed over the phenomenon of a certain 
well at Yakutsk, Siberia, As long ago as 
1828 a Russian merchant began to sink this 
noted well, and after working on it for 
three years, gaye it up as a bad job, having 
at that time sunk it to a depth of 30 feet 
without getting through the frozen grouvce 
He communicated these facts to the Russian 
Academy of Sciences, who sent men to take 
charge of the digging operation at the won- 
derful well. Thess scientific gentlemen 
toiled away at their work for several 
years, but at last abandoned it when 
a depth of 382 feethad been reached, with 
the earth still frozen as bard asarock. In 
1844 the academy bad ths temperature of 
the soil at the sides of tho well taken at 
various depths, 


exceeding 600 feet. 

Although it is known to meteorologists 
that the pole of the lowest temperature is 
in that region of Siberia, it is conceded that 
not even that rigorous climate could force 
frost tosuch agreat depth below the sur- 
face. After figuring on the subject for 
over a quarter of a century geologists have 
at last come to the conclusion that the 
great frozen valley of the Lena River was 
deposited, frozen just as itis found to day 
during the great grinding up era of the 
glacial epoch.—St. Louis Republic, 





What, Really, is Sleep? 

What sleep 1s no one knows, The provail- 
ing theory os to its nature, according to 
Youths’ Companion, is that of the physio- 
logist, Preyer, who holds that refuse mat- 
ter accumulates in the nervous centers in 
such quantities as to bring about insensibi- 
lity, which continues until the braia hay 
been relieved of the waste matter by its 
absorption into the circulation.

The victim 
of the Chinese “walking torture” seldom 
survives more than ten days, Thoso cou- 
demned todio by tho walking torture aro 
given all thoy wish to eat aud drink, but 
slvop is denied thom, 

Whenoyer the poor victim closes his ayes 
he is jabbéd with spoars and sbarp sticks 
until ho isawake. There isno torture more 
horrible,

When Referes Brewster 
awarded the battky to Fitzsimmons Jimmy 
Carroll jumped at his protege and kissed him 
time and again. Dempsey was badly pun- 
ished, A swollen fuce, cut lips and nose 
and a bad mark or two on his 
body were plainly visible. Fitzsimmons was 
not scratched. The Australian won in a 
walk, Dempsey is the bero of half a hun- 
dred battles. Fitzsitnmons has an unbroken 
record of 17 wins. 

The total attendance at the fight was 4500, 
The receipts were $30,000. The club's outlay 
includes the purse aud $3000 for expenses, 
Dempsey Lefore the fight was the favorite. 
Last night the sentiment veered around to 
Fitzsimmons, but when the latter to-day was 
found to be thin and wan Dempsey again 
became the favorite at 4 to 5. 

There was talk this evening of unfairness, 
butitis believed the battle was perfectly 
fair. 

The crowd included some of the most 
prominent bankers, business men, educators 
and city officials and sports in New Orleans. 

The Fitzsimmons people were extremely 
anxious before the fight began. It is now 
said their man’s overweight was two pounds, 
but the supeftiuous flesh was worked off 
Just in time. 

Jake Kilrata says Fitzsimmons is truly a 
wouter, He is as clever as they make them 
and \ils hitting power is immense. There 
never Was a middleweight like him, 

Mr. Muldoon, the wrestler, says Fitzsim- 
movsisa whirlwind, a terrific hitter and 
two-handed fighter and a great general. I 
never saw as fair a fighter in my life. He 
should have been awarded the fight two 
rounds before, 

When the fight was over Fitzsimmons was 
as fullof fun asa colt, He sparred with 
Carroll and tapped him on the nose play- 
fully. He spoke highly of Dempsey as a

| Marketable Beef and Mutton 


Tho las ‘ ok show held a Guelph, 
‘part from PexcOhonoe of the animals 
aud of their foeding, has somo lossons for 
allinterested in live stock, The absence 
of any numbor of heavy cattle waa a marked 
foaturo Ten or twonty yoars ago, thore 
wore a whole row of massive stoors, three 
snd four years old, that would welgh con 
sidorably over a ton, This yoar thoro waa 
one Fifty years ago thore wore animals 
shown on Guelph market that would 


weigh tbwonty live to twenty-vight hundred 
weight. None such have been seen for 
many yoars. Ab this show just past, the 
foature of the cattle exhibit was the long 
row of yoarliogs,stoors and heifers all under 
two yoars old, and wolghing many of them 
from ten to twelve hundred, at an average 
age of aboub twenty months. In the good 
old days the prize animal waa sold for about 
fifteen cents per pound live wolght. A 
york shilling (124 conts) per pound was a 
usual price for those noar the top, and when 
it came that « lower price than this had to 
bo accepted for the prize animal, it was 
considored that the bottom was out of the 
market. This yoar the sweepstakes animal 
was sold for nine cents, Tho trado has 
changed, Tho heavy, vory fat animals are 
nod wanted, unless it be a single one for a 
Ohristmas show, to deck a stall and help sell 
tho Jeaner and more palatable beef of the 
youngor and lighter animals, Theoxhiblitorr 
had recognized the fact, and the lot of year 
lings was a practical illustration. At the 
banquet, one of the judges, Ald, Frank- 
land, of Toronto, spoke of the samo fact, 
and told the breedera and fecders present, 
that the animal wanted for the English 
market, was young, well-fed animal, 
welghing aboub twelve hundred pounds 
live weight. Nob over that, and that for 
such there was an’ unlimited demand at 
higher prices than wonld be paid for heav- 
ier animals, Ho advised keeping the calf 
woll fed and growivg, and getting the ani- 
mal tn good shipplog shape while young, — 
R.A, in the Canadian Live Stock and Farin 
Journal, 


The Advantages of Brecding Good 
Animals, 

The good animal can bo more cheaply 
raised, This arises first from the faot that 
it makes a better use of the food consumed, 
and second that it roaches the périod of ms 
turity in a shorter time. The difference in 
the amolint of food consumed by an animal 
that is not agood doer, in proportion to the 
returo made, a8 compared with one that is, 
is usually much more than is generally im 
agined. This is owing, in part, to the less 
perfect digestion and assimilation of the 
food on the part of tho ill-doing animal. 
Many who are engaged in breeding live 
stock do not seem to realize that powers of 
good digestion may be transmitted as regu- 
larly as color or any quality of shape or form, 
The more perfect the assimilation of the 
food fed to an animal, the sooner it reaches 
the period of maturity, other things boing 
equal. The shorter the perfod of arriving 
at maturity, the leas the cost of the food of 
maintenance, Hence it will always cost 
more relatively to mature an ill-doing an- 
imal than one which does well, 

The good animal commands a ready sale. 
This is of itself a great matter. Unless in 
times of groat depression a good animal for 
breeding purposes may be disposed of at 
any time for a gocd price, and a beast ip- 
tended for the butcher will always find a 
purchaser when in prime condition. This 
circumstance alone may determine whether 
the operations of a stock-producer shall be 
co\ducted at a profit or at a loss.—From 
The Canadian Live Stock and Farm Journal

Two years later, afterad sporato battle, 
in which the Mahdi killed nearly 8000 of 
tho troops of Egypt, only twenty-seven of 
tho army oscaplog alive, theso poor mis 
sionaries wore takon prisoners by the vic 
| torlous the capture of El 
Obeid, Sistor Oaprini and her companions 
were thrown into prison, where thoy suffer 
od almost indescribablo tortures, being do- 
prived of a sufliciont quantity of food and 
drink, and otherwise afflicted, so that It 
was doubtful if they would long survive, 

One day the Mahdi, exasperated on ac 
couat of the refusal of his victims to ro- 
nounce their faith and ombraceo Mohammed- 
anism, had them brought before him for 
the purpose of decapitation. He, however, 
changed his mind after conversing with 
them through an Interpreter, and, stripp- 
{ng thom of moot of tholr clothing, sent 
them back to prison. Two alsters and a 
layman died of thoir privations. 

The others were taBec by the Mahdi on 
his triumphant march to Khartoum and at 
Omdurman they have ever since been per- 
mitted to lead & most precarious existence. 
They were practically prisoners, though 
permitted to wander around the streets, 
No supplies of.any sort were given them, 
and they wore kept alive only by the char- 
ity of those who, fanatical Mohammedans 
as they were, still were touched with pity 
when they saw the sufferings of these poor 
people. They, however, were able to cook 
a few articles of food, which they sold in 
the streets, and thus helped to support 
themselyes, 

A few months ago two of these women, 
aided by a few faithful frionds among the 
Sondanese, stained their faces to make them 
look like negroes, and succeeded In escap- 
ing from the Mahdi’s capital. Thoy travel- 
lod rapidly by night, sometimes floating 
downt ile in boats, and sometimes push- 
ing throWgh the forests that lined the river 
banks, They finully reached Berber, and 
from there were able to attain the advanced 
Egyptian posts, where the English sent them 
on to Oairo, Upon their arrival at Alexan- 
dria, Sister Oaprini embarked for Italy, and 
at Verona she rejoined her mother aad bro- 
ther, who for years had lost all hopes of see- 
ing her again, 

In spite of the exciting and dangerous 
experiences she has met, this devoted wo- 
man intends, after a period of rest, to return 
to Africa again as a missionary. Years of 
privation and anxiety do not seem to have 
broken her spirits or injured her health.

A FISHERMAN SHOOTS HIS WIFE AND 
HIMSELF

revolver was hoard by those living in the 
vicinity of Warren-street, multaneously 
with criea of “Murder! Holp!" in a wo- 
man's yvolco, Mra. McKinnon was found 
lying in the stable, a short distance from 
tho house, In a semi-nude condition, with a 
bullot wound in ber breast, immediately below 
the heart, Donald McKinnon, the husband, 
turned up about the samo timo and stated 


that his wifo had shot horself with his pistol, 
The wounded woman was at once taken to 
tho house and medical aid summoned, 8hort- 
ly afterwards it was discovered that Mo- 


Kinnon himself was shot, He walked into 
tho house aud upstairs to a bunk and lay 
down, On tho arrival of Dr. Whitly it was 


found that both of the victims woreina 

critical condition, McKinnon having been 

wounded immediately above tho liver. 
MeKinnon's Lame Yarn, 

McKinnon told this story of tho tragedy: 
“Jealousy caused it, I declare my wife 
shot herself in tho barn with my revolver 
She shot once and was carried out by somo- 
one, I cannot say who, Afterwards I found 
the revolver lying in the hay and lay down 
ond shot myself, after which I went into the 
house to my wife, who was lying in bed, and 
wantod to get into bed, but she would not lot 
me. I then camo upstairs and went to bed. 
This I solemnly swear to be tho true and cor- 
rect way in which this tragedy has taken 
place this 15th day of Jannary, 1891, to which 
I hero sign my name, 

“DonaLp McKinnon.” 

The deposition of McKinnon differs materi- 
ally from that of his wife as to the shooting 
and the immediate proceedings that led up 
to it. Mrs, McKinnon said: 

“Ho says I shot myself which is not true. 
I will tell the whole truth regarding it, Last 
night he proposed that we should retire to 
bed and he would bring the pistol and we 
should each be shot. He said that he was 
tired of life and people were talking about him 
and it would be better to dio, I told him if 
he was going to die to shoot me first, so I 
would not see him die, Finally I dissuaded 
him from his intention of using the pistol 
while in bed, but he did not rest easily dur- 
ing the night* Jn the morning after break- 
fast ho went up town and I got him to order 
groceries. I then did the washing and 
cooked the dinner. When he returned at 
dinner time he brought a bottle of whisky 
with him and asked me to have some, I re- 
fused that time and told him to wait, After 
dinner I was changing my clothes after doing 
the washing and had on one of his Guernseys 
which I was preparing to remove to put on 
my own inside garments, He asked me for 
tao pistol and threatened to break everything 
in the house if I did not getitfor him. I 
told him I did not. know where it was and he 
then threatened me. Iran out of the house 
over to the stable at the end of the lot just 
as I was and tried to cover myself from him 
by putting some hay overme. He followed 
me, and opening out my loose garments 
fired the pistol and the bullet struck me, 
Then I called for assistance and ho went 
away. A sou of Captain Baxter was the 
first I noticed respond to my call, and then 
Captain Baxter and my brother Norman 
and othefs came along. They brought me 
to the house, McKinnon alsocame up. He 
had not shot himself then. He did 
so afterwards.” 

The Green-Eyed Monster, 

She said, in answer to a question, ‘I 
have been told stories by some of the 
neighbors against my husband's faith- 
fulness, I did not think the stories of great 
account and atany rateI did not shoot 
him.” McKinnon had been despondent of 
late and had told her that he had driven his 
son from home and deeply regretted haying 
done so, She belioved he had not been in 
his right mind recently, certainly not last 
night, and to-day, when he had returned at 
dinner time, be was noticeably under the 
influence of liquor. Sbe bore him no ill 
will and would forgive everything if they 
lived and he would only live quietly with her. 
Donald McKinnon isa manof 65 years of 
age and a fisherman, His wifo is 50 years of 
age. The house and premises had a tidy and 
thrifty appearance, and the fact that Mo- 
Kinnon bad $100 cash atthe time of the 
shooting and is the owner of both real estate 
and valuable personal property plainly shows 
that poverty was not an incentive to the 
rash act. Latest reports say that the possi- 
bility of recovery is slight in either case,

A POWERFUL SERMON. 


Ife Classes Them in Cheist's “Othor Shoop

Thore is no monopoly in religion. Tho 
grace of God isnot a nico little property 
fenced off all for ourselve It is nota 
king’s park, at which wo look through a 
barred gatoway, wishing wo might goin 
and pluck the flowors and look at the deer 
and the statuary. Itisa father’s orchard, 
and thero are bars to let down, and gates 
to swing opel. 

In my boyhood days, next to the country 
school-house where I went, there wasan 
apple orchard of great luxuriance, owned 
by avery lamo man who didnot gather 
the applos, aud thoy went to wasto by 
scores of bushels, Somotimes tho lads of 
the school, in the sinfulness of a nature in- 
herited from our first parents who fell 
through the same temptation, would climb 
over the fence and take some of these ap- 
ples, avd notwithstanding the fact that 
there was a surplus, and ull going to waste, 
the owner of that orchard, recklesy of 
making his lameness worse, would take 
after these lads, and shout, “Boys, drop 
those apples, or Vil set the dog on you!” 
Now there are Christians who have severe 
guard over the Church of God. They 
have a rough and unsympathetic way of 
treating outsiders. It is a great orchard 
into which God would Iike to have all the 
people come and take tho richest and the 
ripest fruit, and the more they take the 
better he likes it. But there are thoso who 
stand with na bard and severe nature guard- 
ing the Church of God, and all the time 
afraid that some will get theso apples when 
they really ough? not to have them. 

Have you any idea that, bocause you 
wore baptised at eight months of age, and 
because you have all your life been surround- 
ed with hallowed influences, you have a 
right to one whole side of the Lord’s table, 
spreading yourself out so nobody else can sit 
there? You will have to haul in your ci- 
bows, for there will come a great multitude 
to sit at the table, and on both sides of you. 
You are not going to have this monopoly 
of religion. ‘Other sheep haye I which are 
not of this fold.” 

McDonald the Scotchman has on the 
Scotch hillsa great flock of sheep. Mc- 
Donald has four or flye thousand head of 
sheep, Some are browsing in the heather, 
somo are on the hills, some are in the val- 
leys, a few are in the yard. One day 
Cameron comes over to McDonald and 
says, “McDonald, you have thirty sheep; [ 
have been counting them.” ‘‘Oh, no!” says 
“I bave four or five thousand.” 
“Ab!” says Cameron, “you are mistaken; 
I have just counted them; there are thirty.” 
“Why,” says McDonald, “do you suppose 
that is all the sheep I have? I have sheep 
on the distant hills and in the valleys, rang- 
ing aud roaming everywhere. Other sheep 
have I which are not of this fold.” 

So Christ comes. Here is a group of 
Christians, and there isa group of Chris- 
tians; here isa Methodist fold, here is a 
Presbyterian fold, here is a Baptist fold, 
here isa Lutheran fold, and we make our 
avnual statistics, and we think we can tell 
you just how many Christians there ore 
in the world; how many there are in the 
Church, how many of all these denomina- 
tions. Weaggregate them, and we think 
we are giving an intelligent and an accur- 
ate count; but Christ comes, and he says, 
“You have not counted them right. Thore 
are those whom you have never seen, thoze 
of whom you bave never heard, I hayemy 
children in all parts of the earth, on all the 
islands of the sea, on all the Continents, in 
all the mountains and in all the valleys. Do 
youthink that these few sheep you have 
counted are all the sheep I have? There is 
4 great multitude that no man can number. 
Other sheep have I which are not of this 
fold.’ 

Christ, in my text, talks of tho conver- 
sion of the Gentiles as confidently as though 
they had already been converted. He sets 
forth the idea that His people will come 
from all parts of the earth, from all ages, 
from all circumstances, from all conditions. 
“Other sheep have I which are not of this 
fold.” 

In the first place, I remark, the Heaven- 
ly Shepherd will find many of his sheep 
among those who are at present non-church- 
goers. Theroare different kind of churches, 
Sometimes you will find a church made up 
only of Christians, Everything seomed fi- 
nished, The ohurch reminds you of those 
skeleton plants from which by chemical pre- 
poration all the greenness and the verdure 
have been taken, and they are cold and 
white, and delicate, and beautiful, and fin- 
ished, All that is wanted js a glass caso 
putoverthem, The minister on the Bab- 
bath has only to take an ostrich feather and 
brush off the dust that bas accumulated in 
the last six days of business, and then they 
are as cold and beautiful and dolicate as be- 
fore. Everything is finished; finished ser- 
mons, finished music, finished architecture, 
finished everything. 

Another church is like an armory, the 
sound of drum and fife calling more recruits 
to the Lord's army, Woe eay to tho appli- 
canta, “Como inand get your equipment. 
Here istho bath in which you are to be 
cleansed, hero is the helmet you are to put 
on your head, hore are the sandals you aro 
to put on your foot, here is the bre uitplate 
you are to put over your hoart, hero is tho 
sword you are to take in your right hand 
and fight His battle with. Quit yourselves 
like men,”

Ido not know how you cameo to reject 
Christianity, but you frankly tell me you 
do roject it; you do not think the Bible 1s 
tho Word of God, although thero are many 
things in it you admire; you do not think 
that Christ was a divine Being, although 
you think he was a very good man, You 
say, ‘If the Bible bo true—the most of the 
Biblo be true—I noyertheless think the earlier 
part of the Bible is an allegory.”

Roplying to addresses presented to him he 
paid that he had done bis part 
toward tho solution of the Irish problom 
when ho had the conference with Mr, 
O'Brien, and the subsequent dolay in arriving 
at a sottlomont of the difficulty was ontirely 
tho fault of others) He had made up his 
own mind on the subject within 24 hours 
after the first interview with O'Brien. He 
was ignorant as to what action his trembling 
and vacillating opponents had decided upon, 
but if no solution was found the fault would 
not be his, In an interview, Parnell doclared 
there was nota word of truth in the report 
that he would retire unconditionally if 
Mr. O'Brien was satisfied, that Liberal 
lenders in that would promptly 
declare their Home Rule scheme. Mr, Par- 
nell sald that if Mr. Gladstone had tho 
courage to make a big, instead of little, 
Homo Rule bill he (Parnell) would look for- 
ward with confidence to his own retiremént, 
knowlng well that Ireland would 
no longer need his leadership. Mr. 
Parnell declared that Sir William Ver- 
non Harcourt would succeed Mr, Gladstono 
as Liberal leader, and that the Irish mombers 
could not recognize the leadership of such a 
man unless they were assured beyond doubt 
that they would get an acceptable Home 
Rule measure.

THE KOCH LYMPH. 
Disclosure of its Compounding « 
Disappolntmont 

Berur, Jan, 18.— Dr. Koch's explana- 
tion of his lymph is not likely to make tho 
manufacture general. Indeed, the weight 
of medical opinion so far expressed is that 
the manufacture should remain undor Dr. 
Koch's supervision at least until tho charac- 
ter and effects of the remedy shall be more 
thoroughly understood. Dr. Koch's journey 
to Egypt is said to be promoted by a desire 
to further investigate loprosy, to which dis, 
ease he has already given somo attention. 
There is distinct disappointment over tho 
defective character of his statement regard- 
ing the composition of the lymph, especially 
the studied reticence concerning some parts 
of the process of production, The weight 
of Gorman, Austrian and English modical 
opinion supports the belief in the healing 
virtues of the lymph. Prof, Virchow is 
understood to have modified bis unfavorable 
viow, The evidenco from every quarter 
when compared demonstrates that though 
the remedy has failed in many cases it has 
an undoubted effective ameliorating effect 
in early phthisis tubercles of the larynx and 
lupus. 


THE SNOWSTORM IN EUROPE. 


Henvy Snowfalls in France, Italy and 
Spain—Algerians Starving to Death. 

Panis, Jan. 18,—Heavy snowstorms pre- 
vail at Bordeaux and Periguevx, Traffic of 
all kinds is suspended in those neighborhoods, 
All rivers in the department of Dordogne 
are frozen. Wolves are ravaging the sheep 
pensin the villages. Farms in Pontarlierare 
isolated from all communication. Several 
deaths from cold are reported in the depart- 
ment of Cher. 

Napies, Jan, 18,—An_ vnprecedented 
snowstorm which set in yesterday and con- 
tinued throughout the night still rages, 
Ordinary street traffic has been suspended 
The weather throughout Spain is extremely 
cold. In the Malaga district jackals are 
playing sad havoc with the flocks and are 
appearing in such numbers that they are 
terrifying the peasants. The snow in tho 
northern sections of the country is already 
five feet deep in many places. 

Avorers, Jan, 17.—About a week ago 
information reached the city of Tlemcan 
that the inhabitants of Sebden, a small town 
in the Province of Orau, were snowed up 
beyond escape and were slowly starving 
to death. Their stdck of provisions had 
run out before the bearer of the news 
reached Tlemcan and it was said the 
horses, mules, and even the few camels 
there were boing killed for food. The in- 
habitants of Sebdon depended almost entire- 
ly upon convoys of provisions from larger 
towns, and the stock kept on hand was 
comparatively small. The military authori- 
ties of Tlemcan immediately sent a quantity 
of provisions under the escort of troops to 
relieve the sufferers at Sebdon, The convoy 
a day or so later was snowed up in the Tal- 
ternoy Pass, and it was some time before the 
authorities at Tlemcan learned of its danger. 
An additional force of troops was then 
sent from Tlemcan to relieve the 
snowed-up troops and assist the convoy in 
pushing on to Sebdon. Jan. 15 it was an 
nounced the convoy had been extricated by 
the second detachment. To-day information 
was received that the attempt to provision 
Sebdon had failed, that tlie district was hope- 
lessly snowed up and thatthe troops were still 
striving to open communication with Sebdon. 
Grave apprehensions are felt as to the fate of 
the inhabitants of Sebdon. The French Afri- 
can troops, unaccustomed to such severe 
weather, make but poor headway in fighting 
their way through the snow and are suffering 
terribly from the cold. 

Lonpoy, Jav. 17.—Despatches from Ger- 
many say astrong gale is blowing in Cux- 
haven. The Austrian railways aro partly 
blocked. Large stocks of provisions are 
snowbound and the prices of food have ad- 
vanced. Advices from Vienna say railroad 
communication with Temesvar, Hungary, 
has been stopped owing to tho great depth 
The 
ports of Lubeck and Rostock are again closed 
by ico, and Kiel is shut in by driftice. At 
Hamburg the cold has become more intense 
the river is full of drift ice, which is 
greatly increasing the difficulty of naviga- 
tion. At Bremerhaven there is much drift 
ice, but it prevents no obstacle to navigation.

One of the Simplest Incinerations of 
Rich Man on Record. 

Lonpon, Jan, 19.—Without tho slightest 
pomp or ceremonial the remains of the rich, 
enlightened and enterprising Duko of Bod- 
ford wero yosterday borne, entirely 
unattended; except by tho undertaker’s 
men, to the crematory of the society 
of which His Grace was a_ ilead- 
ing member, and there reduced to 
ashes ata cost probably not exceeding $250, 
When it is added that no flowers or other 
tokens of affection decorated tho bior, and 
that the blinds were not eyen drawn down 
at his Grace's town residence, No, 81 Eaton 
square, the true simplicity of the nobleman’s 
last rites, or absence thereof, will be appreci- 
ated. After the incineration was concluded 
the ashes were placed in a hoart-shaped 
casket, which, on being taken to Chenior, 
Buckiughamshire, were placed in the family 
vault of the Russels. 


Domestic Tragedy in France. 

Pants, Jan. 19.—A horrible murder and 
suicide were perpetrated early this morning 
at Tours. A man named Laurent, who was 
employed on the State Railway, had a viom 
lent altefcation with his wife, and in an ex- 
cess of ungovernable fury armed himself 
with an American knuckleduster—an iustru- 
ment of offence or defence which has become 
exceedingly common in France— and assailed 
his wife in the most merciless manner, felling 
her to the ground, and beating her until she 
became insensible. Then, seizing a razor, he 
cutthe unfortunate woman's throat from 
eartoear. Laurent next turned the razor 
against himself, but being unable to accom- 
plish his own destruction with sufficient ex- 
pedition by this means put an ond to himself 
by blowing out his brains. When the neigh- 
bors arrived upon the scene they found the 
husband and wife lying dead side by side. 
They leave three children, one of whom is 
only four years of ago, 


A Startling Report. 

PaRIs, Jan. 19,—Private telegrams of a 
most alarming nature haye been received 
here from Leghorn, it being understood that 
the regular press means of communication 
have passed into the control of the police au- 
thorities of that city for the present. Ac- 
cording to the messages referred to several 
dynamite cartridges were exploded simul- 
taneously on Saturday in the immediate 
vicinity of the residences of a number of 
wealthy residents of Leghorn. Further de- 
tails are not obtainable at present, but it is 
said the Italian police attribute the outrage 
to a well-planned Anarchist plot which was 
to have led to a riot and the sacking of a por- 
tion of the city when the explosion occur- 
red. The general alarm is said to prevail at 
Leghorn. The people here who have received 
the telegraphic messages referred to have re- 
latives and friends at Leghorn and are doing 
their utmost to obtain furthor news, 


Denounces Gladstone's Maimed 
and Whittled Down Measure, 

ATHLONE, Jan. 19.—Parnell speaking here 
to-day said that at this important turning 
point he did not doubt the result of Ire- 
land's struggle for Home Rule. Expressions 
of opinion biased by the evil influences pre- 
valentin London and Westminster were to 
him as chaff before the wind.

PROMPTED BY REVENGE, 


A Servant Murders Her Mistress Booause 
of Cruelty, 

Panis, Jan, 10,—Tho Barbier, 
charged with the murder of her mistress, 
Mme. Bazlor, on the outskirts of the Bois de 
Vincennes, was again examined to-day by 
the Jugo d'Instruction, The story is a curl- 
ous one, even in the annals of French Crime, 

In her testimony given yesterday Mere 
Barbier, ber features aglow with long pent up 
indignation, repeated her former statements, 
and hissed out that the widow had made hor 
life intolerable by the most ingenious con- 
trivances. Not only did Mme, Bazier make 
it a rule thatshe should go regularly to mass, 
but insisted that she must lie awake o' nights 
in order to perform her doyotions at stated 
hours. For this purpose she would pull a box 
on whieols across the floor, 

Last Sunday Barbier pleaded severe illness 
and was allowed to remain in bed while her 
mistress wont to mass. The concession was 
the first that Mme. Bazier had made in 
months, but it proved fatal to her, Mere 
Barbier was not ill, and as soon as the wi- 
dow left sprang from her bed and began to 
prepare to wreak her revenge: Taking a 
stout cord she made a running knot and sat 
down to await Mme, Bazier’s return. 

Stealthily following ber mistress up stairs, 
and, slipping the noose over her head, tight- 
ening it around her neck, Mere Barbior bad 
the satisfaction of seeing her victim, after a 
struggle or two, breathe her last. The old 
woman then dragged the body near the bed, 
piled on it the instrument of torture, tho 
box on wheels that bad disturbed her slumb- 
ers, and carrying away the “pendule” that 
marked the time for her victim's death, took 
herself off. 

Mere Barbier was missing until the follow- 
ing day, when she was found, dazed and 
half frozen, in a copse not far from the 
house, Since her arrest she appears to have 
entirely lost her reason. She gloats over the 
crime, which seems to have inspired her 
with not an atom of remorse.

MURDER WILL OUT, 


A Student Convicted by the Death Bite of 
His Victim, 





BERNE, Jin. 18.—The lost act of a horrible 
tragedy has just been played in Switzerland. 
The body of a young girl, Anna [{Hachinger, 
was recently discovered in the woods near 
Berne,and as it was shockingly mutilated the 
authorities spared neither time nor money in 
trying to d‘scover who had killed her. Their 
efforts, however, were in vain and the foul 
deed would probably have remained a mys- 
tery forever had not a mere chance revealed 
the guilty person, 

A young medical student of the University 
of Berne entered the dissecting-room one day 
and prepared for work by taking off his 
overcoat and putting on a light office jacket. 
As he did so one of his shirt buttons fell ou 
the floor and his companions noticed a 
strange wound on his arm—evidently the 
result of a terrible bite, They questioned 
him eagerly, but he turned his back on them 
abruptly and, gofog to his room, shot him- 
self through the head. 

At the inquest which followed it was mado 
clear beyond the shadow of a doubt that tho 
wound had been made by Anna Hachinger 
in her death struggle. Tightly clinched be- 
tween the dead girl’s teeth was found a piece 
of skin, and this piece of skin corresponded 
exactly to the wound on the student’s arm. 


A Franco-American Engineer Shoots Him- 
self After Losses at the Roulet . 


Panis, Jan, 19.—M. Charles Brou, an en- 
gineer of the mines in Columbia, has com- 
mitted suicide at Monte Carlo, He was 23 
years old and bad resided at Nice for one 
month and a half. Soon after his arrival 
here he began to frequent Monte Carlo, 
where he lost large amounts of money in a 
short time. Being completely ruined Brou 
determined to kill himself, and was not slow 
in carrying out his resolution. In fact, the 
guards of the Principality discovered his 
body in the Palace-square between two can- 


non. The head was pierced with re- 
volyer bullets Before killing himself 
he had written to a friend, Miss 
N., residing at Nice, a letter through 


which it has been able to establish his iden- 
tity. He had a fine place in the mines 
of Columbia, and had acquired a fortune 
which ho dissipated at roulot. His losses at 
the gambling tables amounted tu several 
hundred thousand francs We have reason 
to beliove that the administration of Monte 
Carlo remitted to Miss N, a sumof 400 
francs and obtained from her a promise not 
to mention to anybody the facts of her 
friend's suicide

English literature Is full of the barmaid. 
Prose and 
Those rare old fellowa who lived, or rather 
slopt, *‘in chambers " and dined and wined 
in public houses while making most of the 
books which last, all along down through 
the 17th and 18th centuries, and oven as 
near to us a6 the first third of the present 
century, seem to have drawn their inepir 
ation largely from the tap-room founb. 
Indeed, if we will be wholly honest about 
it, English literature, the sweetest and 
grandest on earth, and the spigot have ever 
known close fellowship. And even if little 
stress should be laid upon the matter, we 
owe to the very presence of the barmaids 
of those days preservation of the sweetest 
fancies, the most sparkling humor, the 
most charming situations, and a nob mean 
number of the most chaste and patheticinel 
dents known to ballad poetry and fiction, 
This is not defensive of tho barmaid. It 
is rely historic of her effect on and 
ence in literature. And I have often 
ought because it was so ; because the 
ublic house of old and the barmald of old 
became British Institutions, unconsciously 
though universally grounded in the human 
heart, they have survived clyilization and 
decay. 

On this line, there are two things about 
the British people which we in America 
utterly fail to comprekend. One is the 
Briton’s passionate loyalty to anything san: 
otloned by prestige and sanctified by pre- 
cédent into the status of an institution—a 
British institution. In general, all the 
more honor to him for that; for in stead- 
fastness and loyalty toa nation’s own, are 
preseryod all good things, if a few bad ones 
happen to remain, Another is, the aver- 
ago Briton, high or low, is a boing who will 
retain and sustain all “rights,” good or 
bad, which literature, society, precedent 
and government have marked oub for him, 
with oa pertinacity and bravery which puts 
to beggarly shame the indifference of most 
American people to all manner of govern- 
mental, monopolistic and other encroach- 
ment. 

This may seom going a long way for 
trivial sequence. Bab it is undeniably true 
that because the barmaid was long ago 
elevated into a British Institution through 
English literature ; because the older any 
sentiment or thing, barring the barmaid 
herself, is in Britain the more endearingly 
icnis prized; and because your British 
nobleman or workman will have his wine 
or “bitter” from the hand of a tap-room 
divinity, whether all the world like it or 
not, the prototype of the American ‘bar- 
tender” is here unkaown, and 200,000 
women serve 20,000,000 British people 
with their brews and spirits to-day. There 
ace other effects, such as the rapid national 
jicrease in the coneumption of liquors ; 


poetry are redolent of her, 









lation of the liquor interests ; and, worse 
than all, the startling increase of liquor 
drinking by all claeses of British women ; 
upon each of which vast and sad volumes 
might be written. But the great host of 
British barmaids is what the British pecple 
like and will have; and, being accounted 
for, it only remains to speak of this partic- 
ular class as it individually and collectively 
exists. 

Rural England isa thing of the past; 
and there never was a rural Scotland ora 
rural Ireland, where tho sweet old inn and 
the sweet young barmaid were havens and 
objects of material and ethical delight. 
With the end of the coaching days was an 
end of the inns, and with them, long after 
the old London type had gone, faded away 
the cherry cheeked Hebe of the rural host- 
elry. To be sure, if you area genuine 
tramp who will seek odd nooks of provin- 
cial England and Scotland for the very love 
of adventure, you will now and then still 
find a gentle being in cap and apron, whoze 
very presence behind the cupboard like bar 
fills your miad with all manner of chival 
rous fancies, until the whole locality takes 
ona magical seeming as of sunshine and 
flowers, But if you remain long 
enough, -you will find that even 
this rural rarity is already tainted by 
modern unrest. A farmer's daughter, the 
child of some castle gamekeeper,of a widow 
lodge keeper or of some underling of the 
mauor demesne, she has already her am- 
bition fixed on Edinburgh, Glasgow, Liver- 
pool or London, cr even the bright, busy 
railway refreshment rooms; and a year 
thereafter you will find her,saucy and pert, 
straight and lofty, sage and calm, ono of 
the great army of public house barmaide, 
at*‘fourteen bob a week and found.” 
Probably one-half of the whole are re- 
cruited from this source, The other half 
are trom the eternal overplus of oity-born 
girls, who, without positive immoral ten- 
dencies, have overborne restraint, and 
with much vigor, without sex in sentiment 
and that saving consciousness springing 
from the true virtue of the glory of sex, 
have forced their way into this manner of 
life and employment, 

Some curious facts have developed, on 
certain interesting lines, in my fiye years’ 
ptudy.of these people in England, Ireland 
and Scotland, Asa rule, in my wander 
ings, | have sought the humbier class of 
ons, for housing ; not only from motives 
of comfort, but as best fornishing various 
and vagarous forms of character study ;

| took these figures to a very noted Eng- 
gilah thinkor, leader and writer, a man 
whose name is a familiar one In eve ry nows- 
paper and household throughout the Eng- 
lish speaking world. He examined them 
carefully ; seemed lost in reflection for a 
time; and gave his views regarding the 
sociological study in raplidly-propounded 
return questions, after our trae Yankeo 
fashion. 

“You have a groat many women in Amer- 
ica ab the present time known as ‘agitators’ 
and ‘reformers’, have you not? 

*‘And has nob each one a mission or 
scheme, or a divine call, to gallop, plunge 
and cavort about, shrieking out all manner 
of notes of warning regarding the onslave- 
ment of her sex ¢ 

“And do not these. females sound tim- 
brels, beat tom-toms, and override every- 
thing established, tender and sacred, in an 
effort to attract attention to themselves, 
until the grand, true wives and mothers 
of your country are whipped into partial 
endorsement, the clergy bullied into silence 
and your editors, through a forgivable 
chivalry, influenced into lending them a 
quasi support ? 


“‘Woll, sir, precisely the same female, or 
rather unfemale, qualities, which, through 
these mental harridans, are accomplishing 
the gradual unsexing of American women, 
and the’revolutionizing and destruction of 
the Amorican home, are at the root of 
our cursed barmaid system, It is simply 
a different form of expression of the same 
original evil—a female passion for some 
manner of notoriety. Your over-shrewd 
and under-principled American female 
who cannot endorse home-making, through 
the pretence of some heaven -endor- 
sed mission, at once enters upon a 
careor of home breaking. She poises and 
poses, higgles and wiggles along a gamut of 
‘isms’ and ‘ists’ from female suffrage past 
a score of reforms to Christian Science, 
thecsophy and spiritualism into the capa- 
clous bosom of the Over Soul itself, mean- 
time pausing anywhere just 80 long as she 
may continue a disturbing element; ever 
thrilled and ecstatic over any manner of 
notoriety conducing to what she hyateri- 
cally imagines has become a ‘career.’ Our 
bar maids are just that sort of male females; 
proud of tap room publicity ; eager for 
tawdey notoriety ; consumed with ambli- 
tion for public career. But we are the 
most fortunate nation, With us, rigid and 
healthful social limitations force these char 
actors into their proper place ab once, Your 
female birds of prey defile and fatten upon 
your tenderest and most sacred social and 
domestic institutions, Ours impinge only 
upon our lowest national weaknesses.” 

Many will consider this British compar- 
ison and estimate of our suffering sister- 
hood as a very severe one. Some will be 
ungallunt enough to regard it as an unjust 
classification of British barmaids themeel- 
ves. Asarule, I have found them hard- 
working women. Few ever knowsholiday, 
They are on their fect from 12 to 16 hours 
per day. Whatever their natural tenden- 
cles, they are perforce honest. The British 
bar system is entirely different from ours, 
and atill retains much of the flavor of the 
old custom of the publican and his wife 
altting in.their own private room and serv* 
ing customers with liquors through a little 
shelf bottomed window ; while the publi- 
can, his wife, or some member of his family, 
is never absont from the bar during 
business hours. This is much protection 
to the porsonality of the barmaid, 
Though you may regard her as lost to all 
moral sense, and the significance of worda, 
through the endless repetition of infamous 
language in her presence by!drunken brutes, 
brainless cads and clever roues, in the main 
she remains measureably freo from rough 
treatment. The modern British bar is 
practically a walled extension of the an- 
cient British bar window. There is no ac- 
coss to it from the public room. It is as 
high as your chin. The barmatd herself, 
behind her silver beer and ale pumps, 
stands two feet above you, a charming 
study in black, white and carnation—a 
black, pefect fitting gown, a dainty white 
apron, the glory of the rose in, or on her 
cheeks and lips. 


She is, in fact, just as most men love to 
see woman; suggestive of domesticity in her 
ralment, charming in figure and face. 
But after a day and evening of banter and 
wiles, through which scores of pockets have 
been emptied, brains becloudod, and her 
master further enriched, the highest and 
lowest are remorseleasly shut from sight of 
her smiling faco. It ia asad, wearied, tired 
face now. She is practicallya prisoner there. 
She lives with the publican’s family. She 
goes toa room not fit fora dog’s keoping, 
snatohos a few hours’ sleep, and is again at 
her post behind the bar to cheer and whee- 
dle the trembling drunkarde of the early 
morning hours. Her meals are snatched be- 
tween ferocious rushes of customers at the 
bar. She must know everybody ; bo cogni- 
gant of something about everything ; hayea 
soothing word for rum:bedeviled tempers ; 
placidly listen to discuss{ons of herself like 
those upon an animal ; accept direct and 
iofamous insult with invitation in her oyos 
and honeyed words upon her lips; sympa- 
thetically recelve confidences of the most 
sacred or damnable character ; In briof, to 
the end of her days, romain a marble Venus 
for the worship and slavery of Bacchus’ 
crazed and maddened victims, 

For all this ghe reoelves from six to 
twenty shilling per week and *‘keep."” Some 
masters provide gowns and aprons. The 
inconcelyable degradation of her calling 
can only be hinted at in the abatement of 
fact that there is bub one place in Groat 
Britaln—at the refreshmont-bars of leading 
rallway statlons—whoroe refusal to sorve 
one who insults her would nob load to hor 
immediate dlachargo without a charactor,”

Four Women Chokod to Death in France 
By Beet-root Pulp. 

LILte, Jan. 20,—A distressing and extra- 
ordinary accideit took place this afternoon 
at Wambrechies, a small town near this 
place. It eppears that a distribution of 
bread was being made to the pooron the 
occasion of the funeral of a charitable and 
much-respected lady. The intending recipi- 
ents of this charity were awaiting their turns 
atthe door of tho Bureau de Bienfaisance, 
when a large, heavy wagon, filled with 
beetroot pulp, which was passing, by 
some inexplicable misadventure was 
overturned, the contents fairly over- 
whelming and smothering a number 
of the people collected at the spot. By- 
standers hastened to render what aid they 
could, but, in spite of all their efforts, four 
women, choked by the beetroot pulp, ex- 
pired before they could be extricated from 
the semi-liquid mass... Seven or 8 other per- 
sons were seriously injured. A heartrending 
scene ensued, Among the rescuers was the 
husband of one of the women who perished, 
anil his grief on recognizing the dead body 
of h's wife rendered him delirious. It was 
with the utmost difficulty that his friends 
prevented his committing suicide. The acci- 
dont has produced the greatest consternation 
in the neighborhood, the victims being the 
mothers of large families.

The Salvation Army in Russia, 

Sr. PererssurG, Jan. 20.—The Salvation 
Army in Russia is doomed. The Imperial 
Government views with oxtremoe disfavor 
the continued propagation of General Booth’s 
ideas which have of late taken deep root in 
various parts of Russia, principally in Fin- 
land, and also in St, Petersburg itself. Itis 
only a few days since a painful sensation was 
caused in aristocratic circles here by the 
action of the Princess Sergius Gagarine; who 
it will be remembered wished to have the re- 
ligious service at the funeral of her late hus- 
band performed in accordance with Salva- 
tion Army notions, and ordered the minister 
of the Greek orthodox church out of the 
house. In consequence of this and other 
cases which have been brought to the notice 
of the authorities, they have determined to 
take energetic measures to check the further 
extension of Salvationism. 


A British Plenipotentiary. 

Lonpon, Jan. 20.—It is announced that 
Lord Salisbury has intrusted the British 
Minister to Portugal, Sir George Glynn 
Petrie, K.C.M.G., with power to arrange for 
the settlement of all matters in dispute be- 
tweon Portugal and England. Sir George 
Glynn Petrie is now in Lisbon, and it is un- 
derstood that everything in connection with 
the African dispute, so faras Great Britain 
is concerned, is now in the hands of the 
gentleman mentioned.

The Discriminatory Duty Imposed on Tea 
Imported From the United States. 

WASHINGTON, Jan, 20,—The House Ways 
ond Means Committee ordered a favorable 
report to-day on a bill to impose a discrimin- 
atory duty of 10 per cent, on all teas import- 
ed from countries which discriminate against 
the United States. The ubject of this bill is 
to meet a discriminatory duty of 10 per cent. 
which Canada, in ordor to benofit Canadian 
railroad and steamship lines, imposes on tea 
imported from the United States. A provi- 
sion to impose a duty of 10 per cent. on teas 
imported from west of the Cape of Good Hope 
was stricken from the bill. 

The committee gave a hearing to H. H. 
Finley, representing the Buffalo Brewers’ 
Association, and who urged favorable action 
ona petition against the use of substitutes 
for barley malt and hops in the manufacture 
of beer. He declared beer was now very 
generally adulterated with articles detri- 
mental to health} and asked the passage of a 
law tocompol the branding of beer and the 
labeling of it with a formula used in its 
manufacture. 

WASHINGTON, Jao, 20,—Secretary Blaine 
says that the recent war excitementin Eng- 
land in connection with the Behring Sea 
matter was caused by a Philadelphia despatch 
to The London Times, stating that the 
American naval force on the Pacific was to 
be increased to 25 ships with 113 guns 
and 38000 men. The Navy Department 
has informed Mr, Blaine that the 
nayal force on the Pacific is 
smaller than at any time for the past 10 
years, consisting of only five ships with 31 
guns and 856 men. Mr. Blaine thinks the 
correspondent of The Times owes au expla- 
nation to the American people. It is stated 
at the Navy Department that any one mik- 
ing enquiry there could have received defi- 
nite and accurate information on the subject 
and there was no excuse for sending erro- 
neous statements to Europe, 


Shook His Fist at the Speaker, 

WASHINGTON, Jan, 20,—The House to-day 
was the scene of wild confusion, precipitated 
by the refusal of the Speaker to allow de- 
bate on the question of the approval of The 
Journal, Mr. Mills (Texas), in a very ex- 
cited manner, ran down the aisle shaking 
his fist at the Speaker and denounced him 
as practising a fraud upon the House. 
But the Speaker was immovable and 
called upon those opposed to approving 
The Journal to rise, and counting ‘one, 
two, three” declared the motion to ap- 
prove The Journal carried by a vote of 07 to 
8. Further demonstrations were made by 
Mr, Mills and by other members on both 
sides of the House, and a personal -collision 
between the opposing sides seemed imminent.

6,000,000 FRANCS FOR RELIEF. 


Tho Baltic and the Lake of Constance 
Frozen Up, 


PaRIs,Jan. 20,—In the Chamber of Deputiey 
to-day, M. Coustans, Minister of the Interior, 
asked for an appropriation of 4,000,0)0 
francs for the relief of the poor in the proy- 
fnces suffering on account of the cold wea- 
ther, this being in sddition to the 2,000,000 
just granted for that purpose, The chamber 
agreed to make the appropriation. 

Panis, Jan. 20.—It is estimated 50,000 per- 
sons have been thrown out of employment 
by the severe weather, The total loss to 
France in wages, stoppage of trade and 
blighting of crops will reach 50,000,000 
francs. 

BERLIN, Jan. 20,—A despatch from Kiel 
says the Baltic Sea so far as can be seen 
from Buelk lighthouse is covered with ice. 

The Lake of Constance is covered with ice 
and navigation is suspended. 

Nearly all the roads and railroads through- 
out Austria are blocked with snow. A num- 
ber of country towns are Complotely isolated 
and their stocks of coal and provisions are in 
many cases exhausted. 

At Gath, while the frozen boiler tubes of a 
ocomotive were being thawed out by burn- 
ing torches beneath them, the wheels of the 
engine froze fast to the rails and hours 
passed before the locomotive could bo 
moved, 

Paris, Jan. 20,—The French Chamber of 
Deputies yoted 2,000,000 francs for the relief 
of the people suffering from the severe 
weather, The authorities last night lighted 
hundreds of fires in the streets of the city 
and large numbers of wretchedly poor per- 
sons crowded around them keep 
warm, Every effort is being made to 
relieve tho great distress which exists. 
The Palais Des Beaux Arts has been 
converted into a night shelter for the 
homeless and provided with a soup kitchen 
anda largo number of straw mattresses, 
The machine gallery in the exhibition build- 
ing is used as a day shelter, Other munici- 
pal buildings are also used for a similar 
purpose and the protection they afford 
is taken advantage of by many suffering 
people,

policy is that it involves} Diroct Taxation on a 
Great Scale, and therefore requires an earnest 
educational campaign, continued, if necessary, 
through a succession of defeats, as the campaign 
for Rep, by Pop. was, with intent to recommend 
direct taxation as preferable to indirect taxation. 
George Brown thought #0; the Globe of old 
preached #o; I have nover yet talked on the 
matter with a Liberal who did not declare a 
preference for direct taxation when privately 
pressed for his opinion, If th’s be true, and no- 
body can dogmatize that it is till the people shall 
hayé been polled on the question, then it is sure: 
ly plain that the electors will never vote fora 
policy that implies direct taxation till after they 
shall have been converted to favoring the method, 

This is the position of an orthodox Liberal 
who does not believe his party can be either 
right, or successfal, or deserving of success, un- 
less the leaders fully declare their aims, expose 
their proceedings and recommend whatever their 
policy implies, 

This is fair, open and above-board, and 
does credit to its author as one who wishes 
to cast aside deceit and to seek the verdict 
of the people on a clearly defined issue. On 
that Issue, as on any other which is hostile 
to thelr polloy, the Conservative party will 
be at all times ready to meet thelr oppon- 
ents,

They have shirked 
and haye sought to conceal the disloyal 
nature of thelr policy ; but {t cannot be so 
concealed, because the advocates of the 
policy on the other side of the lines, who 
have a different means of reaching the same 
end, are constantly proclaiming the trath— 
asin the following, for instance, from the 
San Fraucisoo\Chronicle, a leading Republi- 
can newspaper : 

“Erastus Wiman has a proposition regarding 
reciprocity with Canada to which no one could 
offer any very serious objection, His plan is 
that Oanada shall admit American manufac- 
tures free of duty, at the same time exacting a 
duty on English goods. Ihe United States on 
its part would admit Oanadian products duty 
free, retaining its present tariff on im ports from 
England and other countries, Although he does 
not asy so, Mr, Wiman probab’y sees that such 









| wreciprocity treaty would be a specics of politi 


dal union almost equivalent to annexation, To 
paraphrase Fletcher of Saltoun, we might say : 
‘Let us make the tariff laws of Canada and we 
do not care what she calls her fo:m of govern- 
ment,’ Oanada would be in the position of 
discriminating against her nominal svzerain and 
of dealing on equal terms with a: other and 
contigaous country, The inevitab'e consequence 
wou'd be severance from Great Britain and com 
plete political union with the United Slates. It is 
apparent that under such an arrangement the 
American tariff would be the one to use in both 
nations, The larger and richer must control 
by sheer weight, if for no other reason, and 
Oanada would net hesitate, we apprehend, to ac- 
cept the American tariff, even including the Mc- 
Kinley bill, it she once made up her miod to 
adopt unrestricted recipr-city, with the neces- 
sary concomitant of discrimination ageinst 
Great Britain. Speaking of the prospect of 
such reciprocity, Mr. Wiman says that in Oan- 
ada sentiment controls the popular verdict, but 
policy and profit point to a conclusion favorable 
to reciprocity. Freedom from Europesn domin- 
ation would be secured by unrestricted reciproc- 
ity with the United States as nothirg elee would 
secure it. That isthe American view of the ait- 
uation exactly. Oanada will before lovg find it 
directly to her interest to cut loose from Eng- 
Jand and make overturcs to the United States, 
and then annexation will be but a matter of 
time and of settlement of Cetails.” 

The foregoing shows that the project is 

an admirable one—from a Yankee point of 
view. But how docs it appear to the loyal 
people of Canada, and what do they think 
of a set of men who, knowing the treason 
nvolyed in their project, are’yet soeking 
to conceal {t from the view of the public?

Lonpon, Jan. 21.—An election was held at 
Hartlepool to-day to fill the Parlinmentary 
soat made vacant by the death of Thomas 

tichardson, Mr, Furness (Gladstonlay) re- 

ceived 4603 votes, against 4305 polled by Mr. 
Gray (Unionist), At the last election Mr. 
Richardson, who stood as the Liberal Union- 
ist candidate, received 8381 votes, M. 
Hawkes, Home Ruler, polling 2469, 

The constituency has always been very 
strongly Liberal, having been carried on one 
occasion by a Liberal candidate by over two 
to one. The late Liberal member, Mr, Rich- 
arilson, carried the constituency in 1885 by 
over 1000 majority, and it is safe to say that 
bad he remaiued with the Gladstonians 
ho would have again won the seat for 
them in 1836, He was o man of great wealth 
and influence, being’ an engine builder and 
ship owner within the coustituency, and it is 
probable that it was owing to his personal 
influence and position that over 1200 Liberal 
votes were given him as the Unionist candi- 
date, The present election was fought out 
with a more strict regard to the great issue 
before the country.

American Pork in Germany, 
BERLIN, Jan. 22.—In the Reichstag to-day 
Herr Barth of the Dentscho Fressinige party 
moved to ropeal the prohibition of American 


pork and bacon imports De Vou 
ry 

NRovstichee, socrotary of the TIm- 
perial Homo Office, said the con- 
siderations which had determined the 


Governurent. to prohibit importation of 
American pork and bacon turned merely on 
the fact that American pork was iujurious 
to health. Despite the increased stringency 
of measures taken in America to suppress 
the tradein bad hog products there was 
still no guarantee that Germany would be 
sulliciently protected from danger | of 
trichinosis. Seven per cent. of the American 
pigs wore nifected with the disease, while only 
Six per cont. of German pigs were affected. 
Many Americans considered the existing 
measures for the control of hog importations 
inadequate. The economic importance of 
the prohibition was exaggerated. Only 
threo per cent, of the pigs consumed in Ger- 
many were of American origin, The decreo 
against tho importations must be enforced 
until_-American pork is pronounced clean. 
The debate was adjourned,

Loss by Late Sowing. 

Professor Saunders, director of experl- 
mental farms, believes in early seeding. 
Ho estimates that adelay of one week in 
sowing spring wheat involves a possible loss 
to the farmers of Ontario of $473,879 a 
yoar, and a delay.of two weeks a shrinkage 
of $744,669 in the value of one year’s crop. 
In the case of oats a two weeks’ delay 
means a possible loss of $752,946 on the 
total yearly crop of the province. Bub the 
shrinkage in tho barloy crop by late sowing 
is even greater, being placed at $2,500,000 
by a week's delay, and $3,750,000 by a de- 
lay of two weeks, 

Those estimates are the outcomasof a 
series of carefully conducted tests mado at 
the Central Experimental Parm,the results 
of which have just been published in the 
form of a bulletin by the Department of 
Agriculture. Tests were made with three 
varioties of two-rowed barley, two kinds of 
oats and two of spring wheat,

Hamilton & Buffalo Railway Company are 

brighter now than they have boen at any 

time since the city passed that bonus bylaw, 
When the promoters of this road launched 
into tho enterprise they endeavored to come 
to a definite agreement with Mr, Ledyard of 
the Michigan Central, In this they failed. 
They went from Mr. Ledyard to the New 
York Central authorities and tried to open 
negotiations with them. Again they failed, 
The Central people were not inclined just 
then todabble in any now schemes. In the 
meantime the city bylaw was passed. But 
the projectors were not able to go on with 
construction simply because they had 
not succeeded in interesting any of tho 
great railway corporations in the scheme, 
All the time since then, while they have 
been making a bluff at ‘preparing for active 
construction” here in order to save the by- 
law, they have been working hard and 
pluckily to induce the New York railway 
magnates to back their enterprise. Well, 
after months and months of unsuccessful 
effort, they have at last succeeded, in a meas- 
ure. The measure of their success, so far is, 
that they have induced the New York Cen- 
tral authorities to consider their proposals 
and negotiate with them, and the negotin- 
tions are now in progress. The Central people 
want a line from the Niagara River to To- 
ronto, and the T., H. and B, company’s oper- 
Sions have to some extent cleared the way 
for such a line. If the negotiations now 
going on prove to be successfal, the T., H. 
and B, will be built. It will connect with 
the Canada Southern at a point near the 
Niagara River, and be built through Hamil- 
ton to Toronto. The line between Hamilton 
and Brantford will probably not be built.”

Imperial, tender and all-persuasive is this 

word “Come.” Six hundred and seventy- 
olght times isit to be found in the Scrip- 
tures, It stands at tho front gato of tho 
Bible as in my firat text, inviting antedi- 
luvians Into Noab’s ark, and it stands at the 
the other gate ofthe Biblo as in my 
second text, inviting tho post-diluvians in- 
to the’ark of-a Saviour’s mercy. ‘‘Come” 
is only a word of four lettors, but it is the 
queen of words, and nearly tho entire 
nation of English vocabulary bows to its 
scoptre, It is an ocean into which omptios 
ten thousand rivers of meaning. Othor 
words drive, but this beckons, All mogds 
of feoling bath that word ‘‘Como.” Somo- 
times it weops and sometimes it laughs. 
Sometimes it prays, somotimos it tempts. 
and sometimes it destroys. It sounds from 
the door of the church and from the sorage 
lios of sin, from tho gates of heaven and the 
gates of hell, Itis confluent and accresont 
of all power, It is tho heiress of most of tho 
past and the almoner of most of the fature. 
“Come!” You may pronounce it so that all 
the beavens will be heard in its cadences, or 
pronounce it so that all the woes of time aud 
eternity shall reverberate in its one syllable. 
{t is on the lip of saint and profligate, It is 
the mightiest of all solicitants either for 
good or bad. 

To-day I weigh anchor, and haul in tho 
planks, and set sail on that great word, al- 
though [am sure I will not be able to 
reach the further shore, I will let down 
tho fathoming line into this sea and try to 
measure its depths,and, though I tie to- 
gether all the cables aud cordago I have 
on board, I will not be able to touch bot- 
tom, All the powerof the Christian re- 
ligion is in that word—"‘Come.” The 
dictatorial and commandatory in religion 
isof no avail, The imperative mood is 
not the appropriate mood when we would 
have people savingly impressed. They 
may be coaxed, but they oannot be driven. 
Our hearts are like our homes; ata friend- 
ly knock the door will be openod, but an 
attempt to forco opou our door would 
land the assailant in prison. Our theo- 
logical seminaries, which keep young men 
three years in their curriculum before 
launching them into the ministry, will do 
well if inso short a time they can teach the 
candidates for the holy office how to say 
with right emphasis ond intonation, and 
power, that one word, Come!" That man 
who has such efficloncy in Christian work, 
aud that woman who has such power to per- 
sunde people to quit tho wrong and begin 
the right, went through a series of losses, 
bereavements, persecutions and tho trials of 
twenty or thirty years before they could 
make ita triumph of grace every time they 
uttered the word *'Como,”* 

You must remember that in many cases 
our “Come” hasan mightier “Come” to 
conquer before it bas any effect at all. 
Just give me the accurate census, the sta- 
tistics, of how many are down in fraud, 
in drunkenness, in gambling, in impurity‘ 
or in vice of any sort and I will give you 
the accurate census or statistics of how many 
have been slain by the word ‘'Come,’’ 
“Come and click wino-glasses with me at 
the ivory bar.” “Como andsee what we 
can win at this gaming table.” ‘Come, 
enter with me this donbtful speculation!” 
“Come with me and read those infidel 
tracts on Christianity.” “Como with me 
toa place of bad omusemont.” ‘*Come 
With me in a gay bout through under- 
gronnd New York.” If in this city there 
aro twenty thousand who are down in 
moral character, thon twonty thousand fell 
under the power of the word “Come.” I 
was reading of n wife whose husband had 
been overthrown by strong drink, and 
she went to the saloon where ho was ruined, 
and she said: “Give me back my hus- 
band.” And the bartender, pointing toa 
maudlin and battered man drowsing in the 
corner of the bar room, said: ‘There he 
is; Jim, wake up; here's your wife come 
for you.” And tho woman said: ‘Do you 
call that my husband? What have you 
been doing with him? Is that the manly 
brow! Isthat the clear oye? Is that tho 
noblo heart that I married! What vile 
drug have you been giving him that has 
turned him into a flond?! Take your tiger 
claws off of him. Uncoil those sorpent folds 
of ovil habit that are crushing him. Give 
me back my husband, the one with whom I 
stom] at the altar ten yearsago. Give him 
back to me,” Victim was he, as millions of 
others have been, of the word ‘Come!’ 

Now we wantall the world over to har- 
ness this word for , 08 others have 
harnessed it for evil, and it will draw the 
five continents and the seas between thom; 
yen, it willdraw the whole earth back to 
the God from whom it has wandered, It 
isthat wooing ond persuasive word that 
will lead mento give up their sins, Was 
scepticism ever brought into lovo of the 
truth by an ebullition of hot words against 
infldelity, Was evor the blasphomor stopped 
in his onths by denunciation of blasphomy? 

Was over a drunkard woaned from his cups 

by tho temperanco lecturer’s mimicry of 
staggering steps and hiccough? No. It 
was "Come with moto church to-day and 
hear our singing,” and let mo in- 
troduce you to a Christian man whom you 
will bo sure to admiroe;’ 
into asfociations that choerful and 
good and inspiring;” ‘Como with me into 
Joy such as you nevor before experionced.’’ 

With that word which has done so much 
for others I approach you to-day, Are you

The greatest crimo that you can 
commit in the estimation of othors is to got 
on botter than they do, Thoy think your 
addition is their subtraction. Five hun- 
dred porsons start for a certain goal of 
success; ono reaches it and the other four 
bundred and ninef vine are mad. It 


would take volumes to hold the storv of 
tho wrongs, oOutrages nua dofamation 


that havo upon you as oa 
rosult of your success, Tho warm sunof 
prosperity brings into life a swampfall of 
annoylog insects. On the other hand the 
unfortunate classes have their struggles for 
maintenance, ‘To achiove a livelihood by 
ono who bad nothing to start with, and 
after a while for a family os woll, and carry 
this on until children are reared and edu- 
cated and fairly started in the world, and 
to do this amid all the rivalries of business 
and the uncertainty of crops and the ficklo- 
ness of tariff legislation, with an occa- 
sional Inbor strike and hero and thoro a 
financial panic thrown in, is a mighty 
thing to do, and there are hundred and 
thousands such heroes and heroines who live 
unsung and dio unhcenored. What wo all 
need, whether up or down in life or balf- 
way betwoen, is the infinite solaco of the 
Christian religion. And so we employ the 
word—"'Ceme|" 

I like the faith displayed years ogo in 
Drury Lane, London, in an humble bome 
where every particle of food had given out, 
noda kindly soul entered with tea ond 
othor table supplies, and found a kettle on 
the fire ready for the tea, Tho benevo- 
lent lady said:—‘‘How is ic that you have 
the kettle resdy for the tea when you had 
no tea in tho house?” And the daughter in 
the home sald:—‘tMother would have mo 
put the kettle on the fire, and when I said 
‘what is the use of doiug so, when we have 
nothing in the house!’ sho said ‘my child, 
God will provide; thirty years He has already 
provided for me through all my pain and 
helplessness, and Ho will not leayo me to 
starve at last:—He willsend us help though 
wodo not yot sco how,’ We baye beon wait- 
ing all the day for something to come, but 
until we saw you we know not how it was to 
come.” Such things the world may call 
coincidences, but I callthom almighty de. 
livyerances and, though you do not hear of 
them, they aro occurring overy hour of every 
day and iv all parts of Christendom. 

But the word “Come” applied to those 
who need solace will amount to nothing 
unless it be uttered by some ono who has 
experienced that solace, ‘That spreads the 
responsibility of giving tho Gospel call 
among a great many. Thoss who have lost 
property and been consoled by religion 
in tbat trial aro the ones to invite those 
who have failed in busiuess. Those who 
have lost their health and been consoled 
by religion are the ones to invite those who 
aro in poor health. Those who have had 
bereavements and been consoled in those 
bereavements are the ones to sym- 
patbize with those who havo lost fathor or 
mother or companion or child or friend. 
What multitudes of us are alive to-day 
and in good health and buoyant in this 
journey of life, who would have been 
broken down or dead long ago but for the 
sustaining and cheerfnl help of our holy 
religion! So we say—Come! The well is 
not dry. ‘The buckets aro not empty. 
Tho supply is not exhausted, There is 
just as much mercy and condolence and 
soothing power in God as before the first 
grave was dug, or the first tear started, or 
tho first heart broken, or the first accidont 
happoned, or tho first fortune vanishdd. 
Those of us who have felt the consolatory 
power of religion have a right to speak 
out of our own experiences, and say— 
Come! 

What dismal work of condolence the 
world makes, when it attempts to condole! 
The plaster they spread does not stick. The 
broken bones under their bandage do not 
knit. A farmer was lost in the snow-storm 
on the prairie of the far west. Night coming 
on and after ho was almost frantic from 
not knowing which way togo, his sleigh 
struck the rut of another sleigh and he said, 
“T will follow thiy rut, and it will take me 
out to safety.” He hastened on until he 
heard the bella of the preceding horses, 
but, coming up, he found that that man 
was also lost and, as is the tendency of 
those who are thus confused in the forest, 
or onthe moors, they were both moving 
in a circle and the runner of one lost sleigh 
was following the runnor of the other lost 
sleigh round and round, At last it 
cured to them to look at the north star, 
which was peering through the night, and 
by the direction of that star, they got home 
again. Tnoseo who follow the advice of 
this world in timo of perplexity are ina 
fearful round, for it is one bewildered soul 
following another bewildered soul, and 
only those who have in such time got their 
eyoonthe morning star of our Christian 
fuith can find their way out, or be strong 
enough to lead others with an all-persuasive 
invitation,

For the Intelligencer, 

I notice in Tuk Inretuioencen of the 
19th instant, your quotation of a portion of 
6 spooch said to have been made by Sir 
Richard Cartwrightin 1890, la which he 
uses strong language when he advises his 
hearers to *‘dospise and to punish, if you 
can, all cheats, thieves and ars wherever 
you may find them,” 

I notice your remarks and fully agree 
with you. Ibcannob bo easily forgotten, 
his speeches when made Finance Minister, 
It was quite evident he blew cold in Canada 
and hot in England os to the state of this 
country, Well, from my kaowledgo of 
Mr. Oartwright on his firat entering Parlia 
ment at Quebec, | cannot express botter of 
him after he disappointed those Reformers 
who voted for him againat Mr. Hoopor, 
both being as called at that time ‘*Tories’’ 
and Mr, Cartwright being known asa ‘‘Tory 
dyed in the wool.” This must havo been 
about the yoar 1862 or 3. After the elec 
tion the Hon, John Stevenson and several 
other prominent Reformers gave me as a 
reason why thoy voted for him against Mr, 
Hooper,—that he had promised them to 
give John Sandfield Macdonald's Govern- 
ment a fair trial, which he did not do. 

The late Hon. L. Wallbridge was elected 
and made Speaker of the House by accla 
mation, Ib was at this time Napanee and 
Nowburg were seeking to become the county 
town, and being the member for the Trent 
Division in the Legislative Council | was 
working in favor of Napanee and had several 
conversations with Mr. Macdonald on the 
subject. So in order to expedite the mat- 
ter [asked Mr. Cartwright to go with me 
to seo him ona Saturday forenoon, He 
complied, I at once discovered that the 
Premier was anxlous to draw out of Mr. O. 
& pledge of support, but I kept my eye on 
him and prevented him coming out square 
for support, Mr, O, did not see my nods 
and shakes, as | sat behind him.

Iam well aware from the 
past, that ho is wholly unfit to manage the 
finances of the Dominion; and I trust he 
never will have the opportunity, for if ho 
should, we no doubt would have a repoti- 
tion of deficits from year to year, and prob- 
ably tnuch Iarger ones than formerly. I 
think he is nob a man to be trusted with 
our money matters.

WOLVES FED ON THE CORPSE 


Lhe Body Washed Ashore at Dog's Head 
Was That of a Montreal Man. 
WINNIPEG, Jan. 25,—The body of young 
Reve De Beaujeau, one of the victims of the 
Keowatin yacht disaster on Lake Winnipeg 
last September, arrived here yesterday and 
was shipped last night to Montreal, When 
first discovered by Indians on the shore of 
the lake at Dog’s Head last November the 
body was supposed to be that of Oliver 
Morphy of Toronto, who met his death at the 
same time, but from descriptions of watch 
and locket found on it De Beaujeau’s frionds 
camo to the conclusion that it was his body, 
and McMonongabela De Beaujeau, Montreal, 
arrived to recoyer his brother’s remains and 
take them home for interment.

showed conclusively that the physical 
changos.required to be effsotedin a lower 
animal in ord:r to produce a human being 
would havo boen to the disadvantagacf the 
anima), and would, therefore, by the very 
law of the aervival of theé'fittest, have dea- 
troyed it. The concluding remarks dealt 
miinly with the distinguishing charactoris 
tics of the human being, separating him by 
4 wide chasm from the lower animals,

It was 
the one thing to be clung to as the storm 
swept me the mountain, The night 
soomed to fall on Stanemoor as though driy- 
on upon tho earth out of the storm Itself, 
Doscending the eastern deolivity the ruar 
of invisible t rronte, the creation of an hour, 
was terrible. Thanks to the Romans who 
had built that road it was broad, suro and 
ao eternal as Stanemoor itself. Whipped, 
pounded and boaton slong for what ssomed 
hours, my feot suddenly strack cobble- 
stones. Bowes ab last! No human be- 
ing ever loved so much to be in Bowes bs- 
fore. But where was the place, after all? 
Not acandle or lamp light gleamed from 
window within ib. Mero and there along 
tho zig zag stroet a faint glimmer flashed 
against some tiny panes. Peering within, 
old and palsied crones, bent and trembling, 
were here aud there seen crouching over 
flickering embera of meagro fires. Dronch- 
ed from rotten thatches, startlad by the 
atorm-lashed trees, and now thoroughly 
frightened with the prospect of no resting 
place for the night, I felt my way along 
what seemed to be the street facade of some 
large structure, and, coming to its corner, 
shrunk along this,where I halted fora lit- 
tlo, well out of the full power of the tem- 
peab. 

Scarcely had sofliclent time elapsed to 
permit me getting my back against the 
building before there was a startling, splat- 
tering rush. The calves of my legs cecaped 
the fury of the object making it, bub with 
a return rush the ample tails of my storm- 
coat wore gathered in a sort of voiceless vice 
which only death or a master’s command 
can loosen. Few were the snuffles and 
snortings caused by the working of the 
four-legged mechaniem, Its forces were 
exclusively devoted to effort. That efforb 
was certainly one of ‘bringing a prize into 
port. Yielding without protest to the 
épirit of the occasion, I moved with its 
movements, tacked with its tackings. In 
a zig-zag attitude of gentle though unex- 
pressed inquiry, 1 was brought, not side- 
wise, nor backwise, along a vast open court, 
into a stone archway, up stono atairs, down 
stone staircases, through other atone arch- 
ways, all of utter darknees, into a little 
room not ten feet equare, where, bsneath 
rows of copper measures, and behind a 
black old mahogany bar nearly as high as 
his head, a grinning, frowsy, pully-faced 
publican was looking benignly down upon 
a half-dozen gigan‘ic, Yorkshire ploughboys. 
These, already well befuddled with liquor, 
and pounding the deal table with their 
mugs, were roaring out a song about 

‘York, York for my monie ; 
Of all the places I ever dd see, — 
This is the beat for good companie, 
Except the city of Lunaoun |” 

They roared louder still when I stood be- 
fore them in charge ofa magnilcent bull- 
dog. The frowsy Boniface quletly reached 
for ahuge club, This he brought down 
with a crash upon the table, enforcing sil- 
ence in that quarter ; and then, thanking 
his dog for his oddly secured guest witha 
crucl thump, which released me, he led the 
Way through labyrinths of cobwebbed arched 
hallways and huge deserted rooms to a bed 
scarcely better than a pile of rags, and took 
his departure. This was the once famous 
George, now the Unicorn, Ion. Eight 
coaches bound to London or Glasgow, daily 
changed horses here in the good old coach- 
ing times. Dickens and Browne hud occu- 
pied this very room, once a cheerfal parlor 
chamber, The night, with untold furies of 
an awful storm shrieking about the grew- 
some old place, with windows rattling like 
orazy castanots, doors of hallways and cup- 
boards opening as if flung into the room by 
unseen hands, and the very floor-boards 
restless and disquiet as though struggling 
with ugly gnomes below, seemed to unite 
all the hateful and evil spiritsfof the dead 
past in protest at disturbance by life and 
health and inquiry. 

But sleep will softly shut all hatefal 
things away from him who will come with 
a storm oyer Stanemoor's wilds. When I 
awoke the sun was shining upon dead old 
Bowes. ‘There is a silent bell-tower on the 
rocf of the Unicorn. I climbed to this. 
There lay the sinuous shell of the ancient 
village—a winding, cobbled, grass grown 
strect of half a mile in length, flanked by 
ruined houses, half of whose thatched roofs 
had fallon in, From their dank and rot, 
grass, weeds, and even flowers, were loxu- 
riantly springing ; ss though nature, seek- 
ing to hide the spot, had bidden the winds 
and birds seed it for fitting disguieo. Far to 
the east, the eye catches a glimpse of the 
classic domain of Rokeby. To the north, the 
dejls and fells where flows the rivor Tees. 
To the south, the glen of Greta, where that 
river tumbles and sings. That huge, lone, 
stone structure, the first at Bowes from the 
Greta Bridge way, weird and ghostly under 
huge sycamores, was once another Dothe- 
boys.

‘Then, facing weat- 
ward, a little Normanchurch. Noar it the 
ruins of a Norman castle, Behind those 
ruins, the anclent Roman station of Sava- 
trao, where are remains of baths and an 
aqueduct. Then, roofed and unroofed 
hovols on sither side to the westward, where 
you will see, just as Dickens and his Nich- 
olas Nickleby saw, ‘ta long, cold-looking 
houre, one story high, with a few straggling 
outbuildings behind, and a barn and atable 
adjoining.” 

Tho structure just os it stands to-day, was 
the abode of a real Squeers in the flesh, of 
a Mrs. Squoers, of Fanny Squeers and of a 
Master Wackford Squeers. All the differ- 
ence was inthe name, That was Shaw. 
They possessed tho same ignorance, avarice, 
venality, brutality. The old wretch of a 
master was rulaed by tho exposure, In- 
vestigation and damage sults stripped him 
of all, or rather made him to the end of his 
days an imbecile servitor to the man, Bous- 
field, who married his daughter, Mary Ann 
Shaw (Fanny Squeers, and who, now, over 
80 yoars of age, savagely provonts your en- 
trance to the place with club and dog.) If 
you come to Dotheboys Hall, you will have 
to content yoursolf with an exterior view of 
the ramshackle old stracturo, and a peop 
from oyer the hedge, behind the bara, ab 
the identical pump, around which the half- 
frozon boys gathored for thoir ablutions on 
winter mornings.

Scotch Ralilwaymon Occasion 
Much Damage, 

GLAsGow, Jan, 27,—Serious rioting on the 
part of the railroad strikers occurred yester- 
day. A band of masked strikers, armed with 
sticks and stones, attacked and severely 
maltreated a number of men who were at 
work in and about the locomotive 
shed of the Caledonian railroad at 
Strathaven, After breaking a num- 
ber of windows and driving the 
workingmoen away the rioters ran one of the 
locomotives into a turn table pit and derailed 
another engine in such a manner that it will 
require considerable labor to again placo tho 
locomotive shed in working condition. In 
spite of the police the strikers have gathered 
on the railrond bridges at Wemyss Bay near 
Wemyss Castle on the Firth of Forth and 
stoned the firemen and engineers of passing 
trains. Several firemen and engineers have 
been disabled. The railroad tracks below 
Greenock were found covered with soft 
soap making it impossible for a train to pass 
until the rails bad been cleared. 


REVOLUTIONISTS ANGERED. 


Sardou’s Thermidar Precipitates a Riot in 
Paris, 


Paris, Jan. 27.—After the second per- 
formance of Sardou's ‘“Thermidor” here last 
night there was a riot in the streets near the 
theatre, caused by the disorderly conduct 
of the extreme partisans of revolu- 
tion. who were ejected from the 
theatre. They hissed the audience 
asitleft the theatre and shouted ‘Down 
with Sardou,” ‘Long live the Republic,” 
In the streets a free fight followed between 
the extremists and the police and it was with 
difficulty the Intter mauaged to keep a pas- 
sage through the enraged crowd for the 
However, after some desperate  tussels 
with the rioters, during which a num- 
ber of arrests were made, the audience 
was enabled to leave tho theatre surrounded 
by a bowling mob, The latter surrounded 
Larroumet the director of fine arts just as 
he had entered his carriage, and he would 
have been roughly handled had he not been 
recognized and rescued by the policc ina 
charge made through the mob. During the 
disturbance 15 arrests were made amongst 
the most violent of the rioters, but only two 
extremely wild agitators were held in cus- 
tody after the crowds had been dispersed. 
Moro violent scenes are expected to-night 
should there bo another performance of 
“Thermidor.” 

Minister Constans at first decided to pro- 
tect **Thermidor,” but after the Ministers 
had consulted with the prefect of police it 
was decided to prohibit the performance. 
Much indignation expressed at the 
Government for giving way to a group of 
socialistic fanatics

The Victim, 

Than Mr, John Heslop there was no man 
in the County of Wentworth more esteemed 
by his friends and neighbors. 
positions of trust in connection with the 
county during his lifetime. He was warden 
of Wontworth when it was united with Hal- 
ton from 1858 to 1855 and subsequently when 
soparation took place filled the chair in 
Wentworth until 1858, When Mr. W, A, 
Cooley died in 1872 Mr, Heslop was appoint- 
ed treasurer of the township of Ancaster, 

Ho in Cumberland, England, 
in July, 1512, and was thorefore in his 79th 
year. Atthe age of four years he was 
brought to this country, and first lived in 
New Brunswick, From thero the family 
moved to Virginia, but early in the 30's he 
settled in Niagara district. In 1837 he was 
a warm and active supporter of Mackenzie, 
for whom he carried mossages. He also 
escorted the loader through Ancaster region 
in the hot times of that year, and prized 
highly some messages which he kept untal 
the time of his death. In 1842 he settled in 

“Ancaster township, and on May 21, 1844, was 

married in the farmhouse next to the ono in 
which he was killed. He had but one 
daughter, Miss Sarah A. Heslop, who has 
always lived with the old folks, 

Mr, Heslop was a wealthy man, He leaves 
a farm worth $20,000 and bonds and securi- 
ties that will amount to as much again. He 
never kept money in the house, 

What the Burglars Got. 

Tho burglars got little for their crime and 
trouble, Their plunder consisted of a set of 
jewelry set with garnots, six rings, includ- 
ing two chased, two pearl and garnet sot, 
one hair and one diamond ring. A few 
other emall articles were carried off, the 
whole being worth $100, 

Although the murder occurred at 2 o'clock, 
it was not until 5.85 that the Hamilton 
police got word of the terrible tragedy. 
Insteud of telephoning here immediately on 
his arrival at Ancaster, the county constable 
drove to the city. It was then rather late 
for the detectives to hope to intercept the 
murderers, as they had a start of several 
hours, and could have been many miles 
away. Had the detectives been telephoned 
to, constables could have been sent to head 
off the burglars on 
city, asitis said that they were tracked 
this way.

ToPpreKA, Kav., Jan. 27,—A collision be- 
tween a passenger train and the special 
bearing the troops from Pine Ridge occurred 
last evening on the Union Pacific Railroad 
at Florence, Kan, The special was carrying 
about 400 soldiers, part of the 7th Cavalry and 
Battery E, light artillery, bound for Fort 
Riley.

EXAGGERATION, 


It is a Vault That Most People Show itn 
Conversation. 

One of the common vices in ordinary con 
vermation, as well as in written speech, is the 
habit of making a rec klessly exaggerated 
Statement of facts or circumstances, Its 
long affiliation with coarse and che “ap humor 
has given it a currency nmong us be syond its 
deserts—if any merit it really has. There is 
so much to be said against it—as a stale de- 
vice of provincial buffoone ‘ry or Coarse wag- 
gery—while there is so little to recommend 
it, except perhaps as a wand in the hand of 
a genius like Rabelais—one is inclined to 
wonder that it has not long ago banished 
utterly, atthe least, from all well-bred in- 
tercourse, 

Firstly, to practice it, without specific de- 
sign orasa vehicle for humor, usually betrays 
4 frivolous disposition, an irregular imagina- 
tion ora slovenly inattention to important 
details. Next, it indicates an almost reckless 
disregard of moral accuracy and a careless- 
ness of the effect of language upon anothor; 
which, to say the least, are by no means re- 
spectful to one’s auditor. Again, although 
it may not even suggest the notion of a 
willful perversion of actual fact or any in- 
tent harmfully to deceive another, yet it in- 
sensibly begets, when accustomed to hear 
this sort of talk, an habit of 
hearers of paying but little attention to such 
a speaker's statements. It dissociates all 
seriousness from what he may say, and fin- 
ally they regard him as a common laugher, 
whose speech does not deserve ordinary 
notice. Morgovey it produces a bewildering 
effect upon the general listener, which is 
quite incompatible either with a serious in- 
terest in, or a care to remember, what is 
thus said; and in the end is likely to cheat 
the speaker of more than half his due, be- 
cause of his common discredit as a narrator, 
or reporter. 

Perhaps it is sometimes not inexcusable 
in an earnest advocate or a real humorist, 
whose reputation for good sense is un- 
clouded, who seeks to produce an im- 
mediate effect and is not supposed to be 
limited by an obligation to speak with im- 
partial accuracy. Nevertheless its habitual 
use tends, in most cases, to destroy the capa- 
bility for judicial impartiality, where such a 
faculty exists—precisely as a contrary habit 
of conscientious accuracy of statement usual- 
ly runs with fairness of judgment. When 
Rufus Choate, who habitually revelled fn 
hyperbole, was asked to accept a judicial 
office, he declined emphatically‘ saying truth 
fully: ‘It would destroy my powers of o> 
aggeration."—Home Journal. 





The Author and His Work. 

That the author is easily led to betray ex- 
cessive interest in himself, is a fact due in a 
great measure to the peculiar conditions apon 
which his artistic success depends. Every 
piece of his work is the product of a mind 
that should be, from first to last, completely 
absorbed in its creation. He cannot like the 
painter or the sculptor, summon and dismiss 
his model at will, with the certainty of re- 
covering at a moment's notice the desired 
pose. His models are continually on the 
move; each one, to be convincing, must 
not only shine with the light of varied cir- 
cumstance, but must also show cause for ex- 
istence by effect upon the others; since the 
interest of a story flags the instant its 
characters are at a stand-still. As a nat- 
ural consequence, their creator carries them 
always with him, really most alert in 
their behalf when he scems to be most in- 
active.. At home and abroad he is ever 
playing ‘his game of chess “whereof thé 
pawns are men,” with no board to guide 
him but that mysterious one traced upon the 
table of his brain. All he sees and hears con- 
tributes its mite to the source of suggestion 
from which he draws, and by his skill in the 
drawing his power is determined. Tnotricate 
problems force themselves upon him, to be 
solved with the nicest discrimination out of 
his own experience. With him eternal vigi- 
lance is the price of victory.—From “The 
Point of View,” in Japper7 Scribner, 


* Tobacco Growing. 

Of Inte years a very great demarfd has 
arisen for what is known as yellow leaf to- 
bacco. ‘This variety has been introduced f «cm 
Porsia, Turkey, and tropical South America. 
The plant is rather small, has broad, me- 
dium sized leaves, requires only n moderately 
rich soil, and when properly cured is of a rich 
lemon yellow color, It contains less nicotine 
than the darker and ranker kinds, and is 
chiefly used for smoking and for wrapping 
plugs. A South Carolina farmer explains 
the method of culture, The seed is sown in 
the beds in February and the plants aro 
transferred to the field as soon as they aro 
of sufficient size. Tho plant beds are mado 
in a long box six feet wide and are protect- 
ed by oiled cotton cloth, which is wound 
upon’ rollers which run on the edges of the 
boxes, and as the rollers are run back or 
forth th ‘y spread or gather up the protect- 
ing covering. Thus the beds which extend 
several hundred foot are covered or uncoy- 
cred avith great case and rapidity Tho 
plants are set out in the fleld by «a machine 
which opens a furrow, drops a quart of wa- 
ter at rogular inteyyals in the furrow, and 
draws the loose cafth up to the plants and 
covera tho roota. Two boys riding on tho 
machine, and having each a basket of plants, 
alternately set a plant in the wet soll as the 
machine moves along, and thus several 
acres a day are planted by one driver and 
with another to bring the plants 
to thom. But one plant in 100 or 200 fails to 
grow, and as tho wot soil insures the growth 
and the roots are exposed but a very short 
timo, ‘Tho after cultivation is the usual 
kind, Tho curing of the leaf is done in tho 
most particular manner, Each loaf is pulled 
from the plant sing rly \ smooth wooden 
paddle is p jlaced wader the leaf and the stalk 
is gently pulled from the stem. The leaves 
are then laid one by one in bas kots and care 
ried to the curing Thoro they are 
strung upon curvod wires fixed at rogular 
distances upon wooden bent and when the

Superintendent Keighby said; ‘No man 
living knows the cause of the accident, and 
it will never be known fora certainty, No 
safoty lamps were used. I do not know 
Whether or not the fire boss did his duty, but 
Jet us be charitable enough to hope he did.’ 

Superintendent Lynch said the Mammoth 
mine was long thought to be the safest mine 
of the 29 operated by the Frick Company. 
Mr, Lynch thought it possible that in draw- 
ing the ribs or pillars some miner had tapped 
gas. All lights were open and the gas was 
an unexpected thing. 

One hundred and ten mon were employed 
in that part of the mine in which the explo- 
sion occurred and not one was left to tell the 
story of the disaster, While some of the 
bodies are horribly torn, burned and mutil- 
ated, others were found with their teeth 
clinched on theiron railof the pit road. 
Others were found with faces plunged into 
the water, and not afew found upon their 
knees, as if engaged in prayer, 

Fire Boss Sneath was identified by his 
gum boots. His body was scattered about in 
a dozen places. His head was torn from his 
shoulders. Both legs were torn off and that 
part of his body recovered was roasted and 
blackened. His left hand, clutching his 
amp, was found over 100 feet from the trunk 
of his body. 

One of his gum boots was found 50 yards 
away. Ono of his feet, with part of a leg 
attached, was found also. When the parts 
of his body were collected and sent in a 
sheot tothe pit mouth they were identified 
by an engineer recognizing the boots, 

There is little information regarding the 
horror, Everybody in the pit was killed, 
The position of their bodies told the story of 
theirend. The force of the explosion was 
felt for miles around and caused a panic 
among the pupils in the township school 
house nearly o mileaway. The men em- 
ployedin Mammoth shaft No, 2, separated 
by 100 acres of coal, felt the shock and were 
the first to sound the alarm. 

One hundred and ten bodies have been re- 
covered, and of these 75 have been identified. 

Twenty years ago Henry Clay Frick, owner 
of the mine and *‘King of the Connellsyille 
Coke Regions,” was the youthful bookkeeper 
of a Bradford, Pa., flouring mill ang distil- 
lery. Hebegan by taking a small interest 
in some valuable coal property near the 
town, and in company with others 
Soon the capacity of the 
modest plant was doubled, and when the 
panic of 1573 came the partners had 200 
oveus. His partners got into difficulties 
and he bought them out, and from that 
time he kept on buying, building and leasing 
wiseacres who wagged 
their heads over his rashness. When the 
boom in coke came the yearly profits of his 
leased works were more than the yalue of the 
works themselves, 

In 1878 he sold an interest to E, M. Fergu- 
son of New York City, and the firm of H. C. 
Brick & Co, was formed. Mr. Frick is able 
to absolutely control the coke market of 
America, His concern owns 8000 of the 
13,000 ovens inthe territory, Mr. Frick is 
said tobe worth between ten and twelve 
million dollars.

States. The complaint was sustained by the 
commission against the Texas & Pacific, the 
St. Louis, ron Mountain & Southern. The

Central, the Union Pacific, the Northern 
Pacific, the Baltimore & Ohio, the 
Lehigh Valley, tha Canadian Pacific, 
and the Grand Trunk Railway Companies

Helonged to the Nelghborhood. 

Chief McKinnon yesterday got the names 
of every.person who had taken a horse from 
any livery in this city and know exactly 
whoro those horses had gone, at what timo 
they wont and whon they returned. Another 
important fact also shows that the horse was 
not from a Hamilton livery stable. It had a 
large foot—much larger than that of any 
hivery horse, and was a heavy animal, prob- 
ably a farm horse. Tho prints of the ani- 
mal's foot in the snow show a large shoe, 
about a No. 5, and one that does not corres- 
spond with tho prints, which were tracked 
for a considerablo distance and which were 
thought to be those of the horse which the 
murderers drove, 

Thero is a general theory in the neighbor- 
hood that the deed was committed by some 
one familiar to Mr, Heslop and who was well 
acquainted with tho house. The belief is 
that when Mr. Heslop went out with tho 
chair and commenced fighting he in some 
way discovered the identity of his assailants, 
and that the talking heard by Mrs. Heslop 
just before the shot was her husband accus- 
ing the masked men. Knowing that their 
identity was discovered hoe man, to save 
himself and bis companion and to close the 
mouth of the only witness against him, fired 
the fatal shot, 

Is This a Clue? 

A story has come to the ears of the coroner 
which may give a clue on which to work. 
It was to the effect that a man named George 
Griffin, whohad formerly worked around 
the Asylum for the Insane, a man jof about 
30 years, son ofan Ancaster horse doctor, 
had said that a couple of weeks ago two men 
Struck the village and said they were sent to 
hunt for an illicit still supposed to be in 
operation in the vicinity of the Heslop farm, 
though not onit. Griffin’s story is that the 
men, one of whom wasatall man and wore 
dark clothes, and the other, a comparatively 
short follow, after making a visit to the 
Heslop farm and surroundings on what pur- 
ported to be a search for the still, proposed 
to Griffin that they should “go through” 
Heslop, Griffin, it is said, drew the con- 
clusion that the two men had concocted the 
illicit still yarn as an excuse to acquaint 
themselves with the locality. This story did 
not get afloat until late last night, and it 
was then too late to give it to the police, but 
it was communicated to-day. 

A Remarkablo Dream, 

Among the visitors at the Heslop house 
yesterday was Rey. W. R. Clarke, Anglican 
clergyman in Ancaster, of whose church the 
late Mr. Heslop was an esteomed member for 
many years. Rey, Mr, Clarke is not a 
dreamer of dreams as a rulo, in fact he is 
noted as a remarkably energetic and practi- 
cal gentleman. On the night of the murder, 
however, he bad a remarkable dream. He 
had been at a meeting in Hamilton with Mr, 
Kenrick of Ancaster, and they returned at 
midnight feeling very tired. He went to bed 
and fell into a sound sleep, but dreamed that 
he was engaged in a struggle with a burglar, 
and after a terrible fight he overcame the 
man and tied himup. He discovered then 
that the burglar was a young manin the 
village who bears a bad character, and just 
as he was about to hand him over to justice 
the clergyman awoke. The dream made 
such an impression on him that he got up to 
seo that the doors were secured, and found 
he had left the front door open. On looking 
at the clock it was exactly 2a.m.—the hour 
of the murder,

OUTRAGES BY STRIKERS, 


Attempt to Derail a Train—Stone Trowing 
—Trouble with Reporters. 

Grascow, Jan, 20.—Tho strikers seem to 
hayoe resolved to continue their policy of 
railroad outrages. At Greenock yes 
terday a passenger train happily crossed 
safely over a chain which had been twisted 
around the rails, The train and passengers 
were entirely uninjured. 

Stone throwing continues in spite of the 
police protection afforded to the companies, 
and an additional number of engineers and 

firemen bave been injured by this bombard- 
ment upon the part of the strikers. The 
railroad companies have offered rewards for 
the apprehonsion and conyiction of any per - 
son found throwing stones at the trains, but 
there have been but few arrests made in con- 
sequence, 

The strikers’ orators recently, apparently 
discontented with the views the newspapers 

,take of the strike, have been villifying the 
reporters of the Glasgow newspapers. The 
result is that the nowspapers of this city 


| have agreed not to report any future meet- 


ings which the strikers niay hold. 

The great railroad strike has collapsed and 
the leaders of the strikers are treating with 
tho officials of the companies. 


A RIOT IN JAMAICA. 


Soldiers Attack the Constabulary Station 
and Policemen and Are Badly Beaten 
KinGston, Jamaica, Jan. 29.—A few days 

ago a determined attack was made by some 
60 or 80 soldiers of the West Iudia Regiment, 
ehcamped near Kingston, Jamaica, on the 
constabulary station in Fletcher’s Land. The 
station is guarded by only four men, this 
number béing thought sufficient for the ordi- 
nary duties of the place. It appears that the 
row began first on the race” course, conse- 
quent on the soldiers attacking a con- 
stable aid mauling him s0 badly that he had 
to be taken to the hospital in almost a dying 
condition. After rescuing their comrado 
the police retreated to the station in Flotch- 
or’s Land, Which the soldiers began to bom- 
bard with brickbats and large stones. Mat- 
ters got so serious and the besieged 
constables were gotting so badly hurt that at 
last it was deemed advisable to sound the 
fire alarm and§so bring out the reservo of 
constabulary in the Sutton-street station, 

The arrival of the extra policemen was 
greeted by avery heavy shower of stones, 
one of which felled Inspector Wadderburn, 
while another which struek him on the head 
when rising nearly knocked him sensoless, 
Only the timely arriyal of a strong picket 
from camp under the command of se *voral 
oflicers put an end to bostilities and un- 
doubtedly saved the lives of the policomen. 
The large force of soldiers prevented the « ap- 
ture of any of their number save one, who 
was run down to Sutton-street station with 
the handcuffs on. Fully two dozen constables 
wero s0 badly injured that they had to be 
sent to the hospital, and a civilian who went 
to tho assistance of the constabulary had one 
side of his nose torn away by a brick which 
Was thrown at him. 

All the privates of the West India rogi- 
ment bayenow been confined to barracks 
und will continue sofor some time, The 
boldiers who took part in the riot will be 
tried by a court martial at the camp toward 
the ond of- next week. The injured are all 
doing well;

It 
is noW pretty woll settled that tho late 
William H, Vanderbilt at bis death was on- 
titled to that distinction! The settlomentof 
his estate, which bas now about been com- 
ploted, shows thathe was worth not less 
than $160,000,000. Since the div ision of his 
estate Jobn D. Revkefeller of the Standard 
Ol! company and William Waldorf Astor 
have boon in a raco for the hoad of the list 
of richest men, ouch being quoted at $125, 
000,000, and Jay Gould a closo third with 
now more than $100,000,000. 

William H, Vanderbilt loft to ench of his 
eight children $10,000,000; $5,000,000 was sot 
aside to provide au income for Mrs, Vandor- 
bilt, and the remainder was directed to be 
divided belween the two oldest sons, Corne- 
lus and William K. Vanderbilt. In round 
numbers they recoived $5, 500,000 cach, 
which, with the bequests of #10, 000,000, 
increased their shares to $65,500,000, Cor- 
nolius Vanderbilt at the time was estimated 
to possess $5,000,000; The presentostimates 
of the combined Vanderbilt f ortunes, taking 
into Consideration the natural accumaula- 
tions and allowing for the expenditures, for 
it is known that the Vanderbilts uso a great 
deal of money, is probably $250,000, 000 

The wealth of the Duke of Westminister, 
whose fortune is the greatest in Europe, is 
ata careful estimate £10,000,000, or $50,000,- 
000, and it is the accumulation of a long 
ancestry. Most of the American fortunes 
are the accumulation of a single generation, 

The aggregate wealth of the Rothschilds 
reaches nearly $1,000,000,000, but it fs dise 
tributed among so many that no individual 
Rothschild is worth over $40,000,000, 

There are thousands of Americans who 
are worth ov er $1,000,000, and at least four 
who are worth more than $70,000,000, and 
thore are thirty-five who are worth $10,000,- 
000 and more.

Enormous Horse Power. 

It is a very easy matter to talk about 15,- 
000 or 20,000 horse-power, but few persona 
realize what it means or the enormous forcg 
that it exerts, The now White Star steam- 
ships, for instance, or the Inman Line's City 
of New York develop from 18,000 to 20,000 
horsepower, They have twelve boilers and 
seventy-two furnaces, worked with forced 
draft. Assuming that the engines will re 
quire eighteen pounds of steam per horso 
per hour, then 160 tons of feed water nrust 
be pumped into the boilers every hour, and 
10 tons of steam will pass through the en. 
gines in the same timo. In twenty-four 
hours the feed water will amount to 
3,810 tons, vecupying 150,210 cubic feet.

Those who were carly taken from the mine 
were close to the cage on what is tormed the 
level and were all smothered, while those 
taken out later and from what is termed the 
dip were horribly burned and maimed. 
With tho bodies in this condi- 
tion the scenes attonding the of 
forts to identify were necessarily distressing, 

On one board day the body of a boy scarce- 
ly 16 years of age, while alongside lay a full 
grown man horribly burned about the body, 
head and face, Some hodies had the tops of 
their heads blown off. Ooo man was identi- 
fled from the fact that a portion of his 
foot was shot off while serving in 
the army, A young man, apparently 
not over 18 years old, had a hole driven 
through from the top of his head to his chin, 
the doctors thinking some missilo had been 
driven straight through. Some had all the 
bones on one side of their body broken, which 
showed that they were hurled by the force 
of the explosion against the side of the mine, 
One had his leg drawn up and it was impossi- 
blo to straighten it, andin fact the bodies 
wore found in all sorts of horrible positions 
and conditions, 

A young Hungarian woman camo and 
looked intently at each body as they lay on 
the porch. She finally stopped with a heart- 
rending wail aud began shaking the body of 
a fine looking young man who was her hus- 
band. She patted the face andsmoothed the 
hair, and all the time talked rapidly in her 
own language; 

A Hungarian woman, about 60 years old, 
came to the Morgue to ascertain if her boy 
had been found. At the time she arrived 
there was no one there who could under- 
stand her, and the gestures she made trying 
to make them understand were very pain- 
ful. Never before was agony more plainly 
written on a woman's face. 

Atlast good Father Symiguiel, the Polish 
priest, who had been to the place all day, 
came pastand the woman appealed to him. 
She said she could not find her son, but she 
kuew he was there, She said if any one 
would pull back the lips of some of the 
younger looking corpses she could identify 
ber boy by his teeth, but she was afraid to 
touch them herself. 

Found Her Boy at Last, 

The priest informed one of the undertakers 
of her desire, and one of the assistants at last 
succeeded in finding the youth. The old 
woman clasped the body in her arms,but had 
neither words nor tears. 

The wives of the victims went from body. 
to body, and assoon asthey discovered tho 
one they were looking for, burst into tears, 
The mothers would lift their children and 
point to the corpse and tell the little ones it 
was their father. The majority of those lost 
were Hungarians, aud the lamentations of 
the poor creatures who were bereft of a pro- 
tector were heartrending. The bodies were laid 
out on boards, and the wife, sometimes with 
achild in her arms, would lay her head 
against the face of the dead,and in her own 
language pour out her distress. 

As soon as a body was identified it was re- 
moved to the yard of the dead house and 
early in the afternoon this was filled with 
row after row of coffins, 

The last body to be taken from the shaft 
was that of Peter Shrynke. His wife was 
watching at the pit mouth when the cage 
bearing his mangled body came to the sur- 
face. She had been there for more than 24 
hours, aud when the word was passed along 
the line that another body was being 
brought out she seemed to have a premoni- 
tion thatit was her husband. She pushed 
through the crowd and was the first to un- 
cover the blackened form on the stretcher. 
A low moan forced itself through her lips, 
and she threw herself on the body. For 
fully five minutes she remained there 
and then in low sweet tones she 
began to chant, ‘From the depths 
I cry to You.” The Rev, Father 
Lambing then led her away, An hour 
later she appeared at the morgue, neatly 
dressed and outwardly calm. She walked 
along tho line of coffins until she came to 
that in which her husband laid. Revogniz 
nizing the disfigured face, she stooped and 
gently kissed it and then left the undertakers 
to do their work,

FIENDISH CRIME IN BOSNIA, 


Gendarmos Discovered to Have Committed 
Outrage and Murder Nearly Lynched. 
Vienna, Jan, 20,—A despatch from Bosna 

Berai, the capital of Bosnia, gives the details 
of a strange and horrible murder, Two gen- 
darmes, it appears, outraged, killed and 
afterwards cut up the body of a young Ser- 
vion girl whom they met while patroling a 
road passing througha thick wood. After 
murdering the woman the gendarmes con- 
cealed her remainsin the forest and were 
upon the point of leaving the scene of their 
crime when they caught sight of an Italian 
woodcutter, who seemed to have been watch- 
ing the whole proceeding. Upon being 
questioned the man admitted that he bad 
seen the gendarmes commit the crime, Upon 
his promise not t) say anything aboutit they 
simply arrested him as a vagrant, instead of 
killing him, as at first proposed. 

The police officers took their prisoner to 
their headquarters at the gendarmerie, but 
upon arriving there the Italian woodcutter 
denounced the gendarmes and told the police 
officials where they could find the body of 
the murdered woman. The two murderers 
wore then arrested. News of the criine soon 
caused a large crowd to collect in front of 
the police station, and when the officers who 
had been sent to investigate the woodman’s 
charges returned, bearing the body ef the 
murdered woman upon a stretcher made of 
branches of trees, the fury of the crowd 
assembled about the gendarmerie knew no 
bounds, They made a rush for the doors of 
the gendarmerie, broke into that building in 
spite of the efforts of the officers to stop 
them, and had nearly lynched the two mnr- 
derous gendarmes when the latter were 
rescued by a number of policemen anda 
detachment of soldiers who had been called 
to quell the disturbance. 











HE IS AN ALIEN. 





The Kingston Divine Cannot Minister to 
His Detroit Charge, 

Detroit, Jan. 29.—Jefferson-avenue Pres- 
byterian Church som time ago extended a 
call to Rey. W. W. Carson, pastor of the 
Methodist Church, Kingston, Ont, Mr, 
Carson accepted tho call and agreed to with- 
draw fromthe Methodist Church, and ar- 
rangements were made to lave him ex- 
amined by the local presbytery for admission 
to that body. Last Sunday Mr. Carson 
preached wh: was supposed to be an in- 
augural sermon, Last night at the annual 
meeting of the church a committees reported 
that Mr. Carson’s call was apparently in 
opposition to alien contractlabor law. The 
committee recommended that the call be 
cancelled and the report unanimously adopt- 
ed. There was much speculation this morn- 
ing as to the cause of this remarkable move. 
A prominent member of the church says; 
“We did not know of the law when we ex- 
tended the call to Mr, Carson, and when we 
found out about it we thought it best not to 
get into any trouble, so the call was can- 
celled.”’ Mr, Carson has returned to King- 
ston, The congregation are hopeful he will 
yet become acitizen of the United States, in 
which event he will be once more asked to ac-

THE ANCASTER MURDER. 
No Trace of the Heslop Murderers 
Reward Incoronused to S700, 

HAMILTON, Jan. 20,—Not tho slightest clue 
has been obtained dowards unraveling the 
mystery attending the murder of Treasurer 
Heslop of Ancoster, 

The detectives insisted that the bullet in 
the body of the deceasod would have to be 
found, as it would be an important link in 
the chain of evidence. Yesterday afternoon 
Dr. Richardson made another examination 
of the body, and after considerable trouble 
located the bullet under the right shoulder 
blade, It is a 32-calibre bullet such as would 
come from a revolver, It bas been handed 
over to the coroner, Nearly 1 o'clock on 
the morning of the murder two men 
driving o dark horse called at the 
residence of ao well-todo farmer named 
Surerus, near Greensville.

After the site of Babylon had been select 
ed, two milton of nen were employed for 
the construction of the walls and principal 
work The walls of the city were 
sixty miles in circumference. They were 
surrounded by the trench, out of which had 
been dug the material for the construction of 


the cily, There were twenty-five gates of 
Solid brass on each side of the square city, 
Between overy two gate a great watch 


tower sprang up into tho hoavens, From each 

of the twenty-five gates, on cithor side a street 

ran straight through to the gato on the other 
side, so that there were fifty stroéts, each 
fifteen miles long, which gaye to the city 
an appearance of wonderul regularity. The 
houses did not join each other on the ground, 
aud betweoon them were gardens and shrub- 
bery. From house-top to housé-top bridges 
swung, over which the inhabitants were ac- 
customed to pass <A branch of the Eu- 
phrates went through tho city, over which a 
bridge of marvelous structure was thrown, 
aid tnder which oa tunnel ran. To 
keop tho river from overflowing the city in 
times of freshet, a great lake was ar 
ranged to catch the surplus, in which 
the water was kept as in a reservoir until 
times of drouth, when it was sent stream- 
inig down oyer the thirsty Jand. A palace 
stood at each end of the Euphrates bridge; 
one palace a mile and three quarters in 
compass and the other palace seyen and a 
half miles in circumference. The wife of 
Nobuchadnezzar, having been brought up 
among the mountains of Media, could not 
stand it in this flat country of Babylon, 
and so, to please her Nebuchadnezzar had 
# mountain, four hundred feet high, built 
in the midst of the city, This mountain 
was surrounded by terraces, for the sup- 
port of which great arches were lifted, On 
the top of those arches flat stones were Inid; 
thon a layer of reed and bitumen; then two 
rows of bricks, closely comented; then thick 
shoots of lead, upon which the soil was 
placed. The earth here deposited was so 
deop that the largest trees hand room to an- 
chor their roots. All the glory of the flowery 
tropics was spread out at that tremendous 
height, until it must have seemed to one be- 
low as though the clouds were al! in blos- 
Som, and the very sky leaned on the 
shoulder of the cedar At the top an engine 
Was constructed, which drew the water from 
the Euphrates, far below, and made it spout 
up amid this garden of the skies, Al) this to 
please his wife, I think she must have been 
pleased. 

In the midst of this city stood also the 
temple of Belus, One of its towers was 
one eighth of a mile high, and on the top of 
it an observatory, which gave the astrono- 
mors great advantage, as, being at so great 
no height, one could easily talk-with «the 
stars. This temple was full of cups, and 
statues, and censers, all of gold, Ono 
image weighed a thonsand Babylonish tal- 
ents, which would be equal to fifty-two 
million dollars.“ All this by day, but now 
hight was about to come down on Babylon. 
The shadows of her two hundred and fifty 
towers. began to lengthen, The Euphrates 
rolled on, touched by the fiery’ splendors 
of the setting sun; and gates of brass, burn- 
ished and glittering, opened and shut like 
doors of flame. The hanging gardens of 
Babylon, wet with the heavy dew, began to 
pour, from starlit flowers and dripping leaf 
a fragrance for many miles around. The 
streets and squares were lighted for dance, 
and frolic, and promenade, The theatres and 
galleries of art invited the wealth, and pomp, 
ahd grandeur of the city to rare entertain- 
ments, Scenes of riot ond wassail were 
mingled in every street: godless mirth, and 
outrageous excess, and splendid wickedness, 
came to the king's palace, to do their might- 
jest deeds of darkness, 

A royal feast to-night at the king's palace, 
Rushing up to the gates are chariots, up 
holstered with precious cloths from Dedan 
and drawn by flre-eyed horses from Togar- 
mah, that rear and neigh in the grasp of the 
charioteers; while a thousand lords dismount, 
and women, dressed in all the splendors of 
Syrian emerald, and the color-blending of 
agate and the chastences of coral, and the 
sombre glory of Tyrian purple, and princely 
embroideries, brought from afar by camels 
acloss the desert, and by ships of Tarshish 
across the sea, 

Open wide the gates, and let the guest 
come in, The chamberlains and cup-bearers 
mre all ready. Hark to tho rustle of tho 
robes, and to the carol of the music! See 
tho blaze of the jewels! Lift the banners. 
Fill the cups, Clap the cymbals. Blow the 
trumpets. Let the night go by with song 
and dance, and ovation: and let that Baby. 
lonish tongue be palsied that will not say, ‘O, 
King Belshazzar, live forever!”

TORONTO TOPICS. 


Annual Meeting of the Imperial Federa- 
tion League. 

Toronto, Jan. 30,—D'Alton McCarthy, 
Q.C.,M.P., presided at the annual meeting of 
tho Imperial Federation League of Canada 
held yesterday afternoon in Shaftesbury Hall. 
The members from a distance wore: 
cipal Grant, Kingston; Sandford 
Ottawa; John White, Woodstock; 
Macfarlane, Ottawa. 

W. H. Lyman of Montreal sent his report 
as treasurer. There was a small balance on 
the right side, His resignation, which was 
tendered on account of the increating work 
ef tho oflice, was accepted and the appoint- 
ment of a successor left to the Executive, 

A resolution was proposed by W, Hamil- 
ton Merritt and seconded by Thomas Mac- 
farlane commending to other branches of 
the league in England and elsewhere the 
Hofmeyer scheme as a step towards closer 
union by the Imperial 
tariff. 

An amendment moved by Castell Hopkins 
aud Privcipal Grant was carried by lito 6, 
as follows: 

That in the opinion of the League in 
Cauada it would promote the objects of the 
League ifa council, to be composed of re- 
presentatives of the self-governing colonies 
as well as the Mother Country, bo convened 
by the British Government for the purpose 
of considering the practicability of improved 
trade relations between Britain and 
the different colonies and dtpendencies of 
the empire, 

These officers were olected; President, Sir 
Leonard Tilley; vice-presidents Ontario—A. 
McNeill, M. P., D'Alton McCarthy, Q. C., 
M. P.; New Brunswick—Prof, R. C, Weldon, 
M,. P., Senator Boyd; Scotia—Nir 
Adams Archibald, Archbishop (O'Brien, 
Lieut.-Governor Daly; Manitoba—Lieut.- 
Governor Shultz; British Columbia—Lieut.- 
Governor Nelson; P. B._I,—Lieut.-Governor 
Carvell. The following were elected mem- 
bers of the Council to replace members 
removed by death; Larratt Smith, D.C.L., 
W. R. Brock, Archbishop Walsh, John L
